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INTRODUCTION 


HERE can be little doubt that substantial 

progress has been made in recent years toward 
a better understanding of the individual Gospels, 
and their interrelation. The second of the four 
is generally considered the oldest; and of it prac- 
tically the whole has been appropriated by the 
two other Synoptics as one of their sources, be- 
sides the independent matter peculiar to each. 

But the fourth, alike in style and subjects, is 
Sut generis, suggesting an Alexandrian instead of 
Palestinian origin; and its sphere of action is 
mainly Jerusalem instead of Galilee. 

Accordingly, the plan followed is to present 
first, as the basis, the Master’s teachings given 
in the shortest Gospel, and follow with those 
additional in the first, then the third, concluding 
with the fourth. 

The scriptural editorial explanations of place, 
time or occasion have been replaced by the 
fewest possible words when indispensable to 
understanding, that thus there may stand out in 
all its regal strength and matchless beauty the 
MIND of the MASTER. Thus set forth, no 
thotful reader can fail to recognize as the domi- 
nant note thruout, AUTHORITY !—absolute as- 
surance, as tho of self-evident truth: and, coupled 
with this as its source, equal se/f-consciousness 
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of Himself as the long-promised, long-awaited 
MESSIAH; termed by the High Priest at his 
trial, Son of the Blessed; and in the Scriptures 
given more than a hundred different august 
titles which ascribe to Him a nature and office 
as far transcending those possible to humans as 
heaven is above the earth:—He is our Advocate 
with the Father; the Author and Perfecter of 
our faith; the Blessed and only Potentate; the 
Desire of all nations; the Only-Begotten Son of 
God; the Great High Priest; the Lord our 
Righteousness; the Prince of Life and Peace; 
Prophet, Redeemer, Savior, King, Son of Man, 
Son of God, the Way, the Truth, the Life, the 
Head over all to the Church;—and these but an 
inadequate selection. Incredible as seem his 
miraculous Birth and Ascension, they but har- 
monize with all between that has come down to 
us. Moreover, thotful consideration of His 
thirty reported Miracles can only leave the con- 
viction of these being merely representative of 
indefinite others of equal portent. 

Yet above all else, however significant and 
impressive, towers a Personality, that, as cen- 
turies run, impresses most profoundly and uni- 
versally the world. 

The man Jesus, He assuredly was. Since the 
early Docetan heresy—that His humanity was 
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but an illusion,—down to the present, His entire 
following has pronounced against every shade 
of doubt of this, emphatic anathema. Yet 
equally, paradoxical tho it seem, He is a man 
with a plus! Thus He impressed His own genera- 
tion till they could but exclaim, Never man 
spake like this man! 

Hence, the ceaseless but vain effort to so define 
this upward limit as not to conflict with His own 
plain declaration, as a loyal Israelite,—Hear, O 
Israel; the Lord our God is One Lord. And it is 
safe to aver that today no most conservative 
disciple anticipates among the revelations of the 
future life three thrones; nor anything resembling 
the grotesque, hideous, monstrosities of Hindoo 
invention for representing their trinity of Brah- 
ma-Vishnu-Siva. 

No; the desired reconciliation must be sought 
in the totally other direction of its analogy to the 
similar tndefinable mysteries of all humanity. For, 
where can be found in the entire range of lit- 
erature satisfactory explanation of the prodigies 
of Genius? Whence and why these superlative, 
outstanding, marvelous flights of the few toward 
the Infinite? Much of it seems to have no origin 
in heredity, nor environment, nor training. And 
to what amazing heights it has soared in poesy, 
philosophy, harmony, eloquence, statesmanship, 
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strategy, invention, discovery! Here is found the 
rarest, flowering, the richest fruitage of the race. 

Just so it was with this Jesus of Galilee—a 
country province at the farthest remove from the 
Capital—like Boeotia contrasted with cultured 
Athens—such a butt of ridicule that the instinc- 
tive rejoinder of educated Nathanael when 
Philip brought him the surprising intelligence of 
the discovered Messiah, Can anything good 
come out of Nazareth! So, at that supreme crisis 
of our country, when the report went out that 
the Republican Convention had nominated a 
man from the wild and woolly West, the aston- 
ished exclamation was general, Who zs Abraham 
Lincoln! And in proportion as a comprehensive 
and particular answer has been reached, the 
mystery of his achievements grows all the more 
inscrutable. 

Precisely so, it must be concluded, Jesus was 
one of the superlative Geniuses of the many that 
have appeared at different times in different 
lands. Yet His endowment was not in the above 
sphere of the physical, mental, or aesthetic; but 
instead, all spzritual problems were to Him but 
as the byplay of fancy. It was no trouble for 
Him so comprehensively to answer questions of 
the deepest import that no room was left for 
later discussion. 
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The most important fact of human history, says 
Professor R. M. Jones, is the fact of Christ’s life. 
The supreme influence that has ever radiated out 
from a single life is almost certainly the spiritual 
force which has come from this person. ..There 
are eras of faith and of materialism... but Christ 
continues through all the shifts and changes to be 
the major spiritual interest of the race. Theories 
about him may rise and fall, but he meantime 
is as vital and as dominant as ever in the heart 
and mind of all serious persons. . . . There is 
more light yet to break forth from his words 
and his spirit, and he still remains in a unique 
way the central spiritual hope of the world. 

Hence, wherever His teachings as embodied in 
this unpretending volume shall come (and our 
most earnest prayer is that it be confined to no 
land or language), all men without distinction 
of color or rank may have all-sufficient prac- 
tical knowledge of Deity, Humanity and _ their 
relations:— 

mihat God" \is ) spirits “is;one, 4s) 22 all’ yer 
above all, is the Almighty Father and Provider 
and Savior of His creation:— 

That man, as His child, partakes of His nature 
in being rational, responsible, immortal, unless 
he fatuously chooses the role of the Prodigal. 
They that by patient continuance in well doing 
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seek for glory and honor and immortality, attain 
eternal life; while they that obey not the truth, 
but unrighteousness, tribulation and anguish. 
(Rom. 2.:7):— 

That character, like a tree, is known by its 
fruits: those of the Divine Spirit are love, joy, 
peace; long suffering, kindness, goodness; faith- 
fulness, meekness, self-control; while their op- 
posites are fornication, uncleanness, lascivious- 
ness, drunkenness, revelings; envyings, enmities, 
jealousies, factions. (Gal. 5:18-24):— 

That the Kingdom Jesus would establish in the 
world, unlike all others, is a united, mutually 
affectionate and helpful family; where those 
superior in ability and opportunity are in this 
proportion servants, helpers of the rest; and of 
this there shall be no end :— 

That none of the hundreds of ecclesiastical 
organizations are of His appointment, but instead 
a growth expressing human individualities and 
ideas. Since the word ‘‘Church”’ is found in the 
Gospels but twice, while “‘Kingdom”’ more than a 
hundred times, it should be evident where the 
Master placed the emphasis. And of the two 
passages, Mt. 18:17 has no historical signifi- 
cance compared with the much discussed en- 
comium bestowed upon Peter in response to his 
‘Great Confession,’ Mt. 16:18, made the foun- 
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dation of the most absolute organization of 
earth. Yet the ““Church’’ here in view was not 
to be established upon ‘“‘thee,’’ but upon “‘shis 
rock,’ that is, naturally, “‘the Messiah,’’ or the 
confession as embodying the Messiahship; and the 
‘keys,’ and binding and loosing ‘‘to thee,”’ is 
most reasonably interpreted according to the 
substance of the entire passage, and the fact that 
Peter was spokesman and representative of the 
band. For that neither he nor the rest cherished 
any thought of his primacy, but the very opposite, 
stands out clear as the sun in the New Testament 
record. Only four verses below the key-passage, 
in Mt. 16:23, Jesus said to this same Peter, Get 
thee behind me, Satan; thou art an offense unto 
me: for thine ideas are not those of God but 
of man! 

Moreover two of the evangelists make it plain 
the same powers were given to the entire body of 
disciples: 

Verily, I say unto you, whatsoever you shall 
bind on earth, shall be bound in heaven; and 
whatsoever you shall loose on earth shall be 
loosed in heaven. Mt. 18:18. 

Whosoever sins you forgive, they are forgiven 
them; whosoever you retain, they are retained. 
P22 

Then, in Jn. 21:15-19 occurs the pathetic scene 
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of the reconciliation between the risen Lord and 
this recreant denier; and immediately there- 
after, a fresh rebuke to his forwardness: If I will 
that John tarry till I come what is that to thee? 
Follow thou me! Jn. 21:20-22. 

Further, in Acts 11, when Peter had come to 
Jerusalem he was taken to task because he had 
gone in with men uncircumcised and eaten with 
them. 

But, above all, when that transcendently cru- 
cial question arose at Antioch respecting the 
terms upon which the Gentiles should be recog- 
nized as Christians, Acts 15, we do not find 
Peter in the chair, nor summing up the debate, 
but instead, James, the Lord’s brother. Nor does 
he appear as leader in carrying out the Great 
Commission, but instead, Barnabas, Saul, Judas, 
and Silas, as “‘Chief men among the brethren,”’ 
Acts 1522. And vin (Galva ai Paulisterui.: 
arraigns Peter for dissimulation and being double- 
faced, so that ‘‘I withstood him to the face, 
because he deserved to be blamed.”’ 

Then the apostolic status is fully given in 
Gal. 2:7-9. 

In fine, neither in the New Testament nor the 
Ante-Nicene writings is there the least foun- 
dation for such precedence, but all were, as the 
Master solemnly enjoined, Mt. 23:8, ‘‘Brethren,”’ 
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to be marked by their contrast to the religious 
orders of their day, who were eager to be called 
Rabbi, and greedy for honors and supremacy :— 
That the central purpose of these Glad Tidings 

is Salvation. Jesus is but the Greek rendering of 
Joshua, from a Hebrew verb, to save. No kind 
or degree of sin is unforgivable, except blasphemy 
of the Divine Spirit by whose offices alone men 
are enabled to know and gain the new life from 
apOve:— 

But none of the ransomed ever knew 

How deep were the waters crossed, 

Nor how dark was the night the Lord went 

through : 

Ere He found His sheep that was lost. 

Out in the desert He heard its cry— 

Sick, and helpless, and ready to die, 

Sick—and helpless—and ready to—die:— 

That all citizens of Jesus’ Kingdom must re- 

ceive a peculiar, spérétual naturalization which 
He fully explained in His enterview with Nico- 
demus, recorded in John 3. For this citizenship 
no natural birth of flesh and blood suffices, but a 
supernatural one ‘‘from above’’ wrought by the 
Divine Spirit. Thus is received that ‘eternal 
life,’’ defined by the Master in John 17:3 es- 
pecially (altho forming the burden of many 
discourses) ‘‘that they should know thee, the 
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only true God, and Jesus, the Messiah, whom 
thou hast sent.’’ 

Thus recurs the old prophetic note of the folly of 
rites, ceremonies, creeds, sacrifices, offerings, 
self-mutilations, penances, pilgrimages, fasts, 
gobetweens, and all devices of sacerdotal, sacra- 
mental Churchianity. As the Apostle summed it 
up in a word, Gal. 5:6 and 6:15, Neither is cir- 
cumcision anything, nor uncircumcision, but a 
new creature’— 

That the divine plan contemplates the indissol- 
uble union of the equally responsible man and 
woman, whose love and care for their offspring 
is patterned after that of the Great Father. 

The English follows closely as its model the 
more familiar, and in some respects superior, 
King James version, but with constant adapta- 
tion to our present current literary idiom, and 
an occasional slight paraphrase. That the result 
will seem to all the golden mean between too 
much and too little, is not to be expected; and 
the way is open for each to amend his copy 
according to superior ability. The various 
‘‘Harmonies’’ indicate how thorny is the subject as 
a problem partly insoluble with our present 
data; so any contribution, original and scholarly, 
may anticipate cordial reception. 

In particular let it be noted that all critical 
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questions relating to the sextus receptus, Jewish or 
Apocalyptical coloring, Inspiration, precise order 
of events, isolated passages and doctrines de- 
duced, are wholly ignored as foreign to the 
single purpose indicated by the Title. 

In fine, to each reader there is presented the 
substance of the Declarations of the Founder of 
Christianity; and with each rests the grave re- 
sponsibility of acceptance unto the Life Eternal 
pledged, or of neglect unto the Loss Eternal 
pronounced,—the loss of that Pearl of Great 
Price—one s) Se/f. 

In simple trust like theirs who heard 
Beside the Syrian sea 
The gracious calling of the Lord, 
Let us, like them, without a word, 
Rise up and follow thee.

TEACHINGS OF THE SECOND GOSPEL 
CHAPTER I 


(The beginning of the GLAD TIDINGS of 
Jesus the Messiah, the Son of God.) 

Testimony of John the Baptist. (There comes One 
mightier than I after me whose sandals I am 
not worthy to unloose. I have baptized you with 
water, but He shall baptize you with the Holy 
Spirit.) 

At Jesus’ Baptism a voice from heaven.(Thou art my 
beloved Son, in thee I am well pleased.) 

Jesus begins preaching in Galilee. The time is ful- 
filled, and the Kingdom of God is at hand: 
Repent, and believe the Glad Tidings. 

To Simon and Andrew. Follow me and I will 
make you fishers of men. (Straightway he 
called James and John.) 

Man with unclean spirit in the synagogue. (What 
have we to do with you, Jesus of Nazareth? 
Are you come to destroy us? We know you, that 
you are the Holy One of God.) Hold your 
peace! Come out of him! 

To rhe disciples. Let us go into the next towns, 
that I may preach there also, since for this I came. 

To a leper beseeching healing. I will; be clean! See 
that you say nothing to anyone, but go show 
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yourself to the priest, and make the offering for 
cleansing which Moses commanded as a testi- 
mony to them. 


CHAPTER II 


To a palsied man. Son, your sins are forgiven. 

To the scribes. Why do you reason thus in your 
hearts? Which is the easier to say to the palsied 
man, Your sins are forgiven; or to say, Arise, take 
up your rug, and walk? But that you may know 
that the Son of man has authority on earth to 
forgive sins, I say to the palsied, Arise, take up 
your rug, and go home! 

To Levi, son of Alphaeus. Follow me! 

To the scribes and Pharisees. They that are well 
have no need of a physician, but they that are 
sick; I came not to call the righteous, but sinners. 

To John’s disciples and the Pharisees. Can the 
friends of the bridechamber fast while the bride- 
groom is with them? But the days will come 
when the bridegroom will be taken from them, 
and then they will fast. No one sews unshrunken 
cloth on an old garment; for fear the new will 
take from the old till a worse rent is made. And 
no ome puts new wine into old wine-skins; for 
the wine will burst the skins, and the wine be 
lost with the skins: but new wine should be put 
into new skins. 
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To the Pharisees. Have you never read what 
David did, when in need, and hungry, he, and 
his men? How he went into the House of God 
in the days of Abiathar the high priest and ate 
the shewbread, which is lawfully eaten only by 
the priests, and gave also to those with him? 
The sabbath was made for man, and not man for 
the sabbath. Therefore the Son of man is lord 
also of the Sabbath day. 


CuHaAptTer III 


To the Pharisees in connection with the man with the 
withered hand. Is it lawful to do good on the 
sabbath, or to do evil? To save life, or to kill? 
Man, stretch out your hand! 

(And he appointed twelve, whom he named 
apostles, that they should be with him, and that 
he might send them forth to preach and to have 
power to heal sickness, and to cast out demons. ) 

(And Simon he surnamed Peter; and James the 
son of Zebedee, and John the brother of James 
and he surnamed them Boanerges, which is, the 
Sons of thunder; and Andrew, and Philip, and 
Bartholomew, and Matthew, and Thomas, and 
James the son of Alphaeus, and Thaddaeus, and 
Simon the Canaanite, and Judas Iscariot, who 
also betrayed him. Cf. also Mt. 10, and Lk. 6.) 

To the scribes. How can Satan cast out Satan? 
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Ifa kingdom is divided against itself, that king- 
dom cannot stand. And if a house is divided 
against itself, that house cannot stand. And if 
Satan is risen up against himself, and is divided, 
he cannot stand, but hasan end. But no one can 
enter into a strong man’s house, and take his 
goods, unless he first bind the strong man; then 
he can plunder his house. Verily I say unto 
you, All sin shall be forgiven men, and blas- 
phemy: but whosoever shall blaspheme the 
Holy Spirit never has forgiveness, but is guilty 
of eternal sin. 

To the multitude and his family. Whoismy mother, 
and who my brothers? (Then indicating the 
disciples.» Behold my mother and my brethren! 
For whosoever shall do the will of God, the same 
is my brother, and sister, and mother. 


CuHapTer [IV 


To the multitude on the shore. WHearken! Behold 
a sower went out to sow; and as he sowed, some 
seed fell by the wayside and the birds came and 
picked it up. Other fell on rocky ground where 
it had not much earth; and straightway it sprang 
up because it had no depth of earth, but when the 
sun got up, it was scorched; and having no root, 
it withered. And other fell among thorns, and 
the thorns grew up and choked it, and it yielded 
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no fruit. But other fell into good ground and 
yielded fruit, bringing forth thirty-fold, sixty- 
fold and a hundred-fold. Who has ears to hear, 
let him hear! 

The parable expounded to the Twelve. Unto you 
it is given to understand the mystery of the 
Kingdom of God; but unto those without, 
everything is in parables: that seeing they may 
see, and not perceive: and hearing they may hear, 
and not understand; lest perchance they might 
turn about, and be forgiven. 

The sower sows the word. And these are they 
by the wayside, where the word is sown: and 
when they have heard, straightway comes Satan 
and takes away the word which was sown in 
them. And these likewise are they that are sown 
on the rocky places, who, when they have heard 
the word, straightway receive it with joy; but 
having no root in themselves they endure for a 
while; but when tribulation or persecution arises 
because of the word, straightway they stumble. 
And others are they that are sown among 
thorns: they who hear the word, but the cares of 
the world, and the deceitfulness of riches, and 
the desires of other things entering in choke 
the word so it becomes unfruitful. And these are 
they that were sown upon the good ground; such 
as hear the word, and accept it, and bear fruit, 
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thirty-fold, and sixty-fold, and a hundred-fold. 

Is a lamp brought to be put under the bushel, 
or under the bed, instead of on the stand? For 
there is nothing hid that it should not be known, 
nor done in secret but that it should come to 
light. Ifany man has ears to hear, let him hear! 
Take heed what you hear: with what measure 
you mete it shall be measured unto you; and more 
shall be given toyouwho hear;but he that has not, 
from him shall be taken even that which he has. 

So is the kingdom of God, as if a man should 
cast seed upon the earth; and should sleep and 
tise, night and day, and the seed should spring 
up and grow, he knows not how. For the earth 
yields fruit of herself: first a blade, then an ear, 
then full grain in the ear. But when the grain 
is ripe, straightway he puts in the sickle, because 
the harvest is come. 

To what shall we liken the Kingdom of God, 
ot by what parable shall we set it forth? It is 
like a grain of mustard seed, which, when it is 
sown upon the earth, altho less than all other 
seeds, yet, when sown, it grows up to become the 
greatest of all herbs, and puts out great branches, 
so the birds of heaven can rest under its shadow. 

Rebuked the storm and disciples. Peace, be still! 
Why are you frightened? How is it you have no 
faith?

To the Pharisees and scribes Well did Isaiah 
prophesy of you, hypocrites: 
This people honor me with their lips, 
But their heart is far from me;

You leave the commandment of God to hold 
fast the tradition of men. Thus you reject the 
commandment of God, in order to hold your 
tradition. For, Moses said, Honor thy father and 
thy mother; he that speaks evil of father or 
mother shall surely be put todeath. But you say, 
If one shall say to his father or mother, That 
which I could give to help you is Corban,—a gift 
to God,—you require him no longer to support 
his father or mother; thus annulling the word of 
God by your tradition, which has been handed 
down; and many such things you do.

To the people. Hearken unto me all of you, and 
understand. There is nothing from without a 
man that entering into him can defile him; but 
the things that come out of him are what defile 
theman. Ifany man hasearsto hear, let him hear! 

Explanation to the disciples. Are you so without 
understanding also? Do you not perceive that 
whatever from without enters into the man can- 
not defile him; because it enters not into his heart, 
but into his body and passes on? But that which 
comes out of a man is what defiles him. For from 
within, out of the heart of men, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, 
thefts, covetousness, wickedness, deceit, lasciv- 
iousness, an evil eye, blasphemy, pride, foolish- 
ness,—all these evils come from within, and defile 
the man. 

To the Syrophenician woman. Let the children first 
be filled: for it is not meet to take the children’s 
bread, and cast it to the dogs. (Yes, Rabbi; yet 
the dogs under the table eat of the children’s 
crumbs.) For this wise saying, go your way; the 
demon has gone out of your daughter. 

To the deaf mute. Ephphatha! (Be open!) 


Cuapter VIII 


Feeding the four thousand. I have compassion on 
the multitude, because they have now been with 
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me three days, and have nothing to eat. And if 
I send them away fasting to their homes, they 
will faint by the way; for certain of them came 
from far. How many loaves have you? (Seven, 
and a few small fishes.) 

To the Pharisees seeking a sign. Why does this gen- 
eration seek a sign? Verily, I say unto you, there 
shall no sign be given unto this generation. 

To the disciples who had forgotten to take food with them. 
Take heed, beware of the leaven of the Pharisees, 
and of the leaven of Herod. Why do you reason 
thus, because you have no food? Do you not yet 
perceive, nor understand? Is your heart har- 
dened? Having eyes, do you not see? And ears, 
do you not hear? And do you not remember 
when I broke the five loaves among five thousand, 
how many baskets full of pieces you took up? 
And when the seven among four thousand? How 
is it that you do not understand? 

To the disciples in Casarea Philippi. Who do men 
say that Iam? (John the Baptist, or Elijah, or 
some prophet.) But who do you say that I am? 
(You are the Messiah.) (Then he began to teach 
them.) The Son of man must suffer many things, 
and be rejected by the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be put to death; but after three days, 
rise again. 

Peter protests and is rebuked. Get you behind me, 
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Tempter! You do not regard the plans of God, 
but those of men. 

To the multitude and the disciples. Whosoever will 
come after me, let him deny himself, and take up 
his cross and follow me. For whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it; but whosoever shall lose 
his life for my sake and the gospel’s, the same 
shall save it. For what shall it profit a man, if 
he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul? Or what shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul? Whosoever, therefore, shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words in this adulterous and 
sinful generation, of him also shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he comes in the glory of 
his Father with the holy angels. 


CHAPTER [1X 


Verily I say unto you, There are some of them 
that stand here, who shall not die before they 
have seen the Kingdom of God come with power. 

The Transfiguration near Hermon six days later with 
Peter, James, John present; Moses and Elijah also appear- 
ing and conversing with Jesus: a voice from the enveloping 
cloud, said, This is my Beloved Son: hear him! (As they 
were descending the disciples asked, Why do the 
scribes say that Elijah must first come?) Elijah 
truly does come first and restore everything. And, 
as it is written of the Son of man, he must suffer 
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and be set at nought. But I say unto you that 
Elijah has come, and they have done to him 
whatever they pleased, as it is written of him. 

The epileptic boy whom the disciples could not cure. 
O faithless generation! How long shall I be 
with you? How long shall I bear with you? 
Bring him to me! (To the father.) How long 
ago is it since this came upon him? (From a 
child. But if you can do anything, have com- 
passion on us and help us!) If you can believe, 
all things are possible to him that believes. 
(Master, I believe! Help then my lack of faith! 
You deaf and dumb spirit, I bid you come out 
of him, and enter no more into him! 

(The disciples asked privately, Why could not 
we cast him out?) This kind can be expelled 
only by prayer. 

To the disciples in Galile. The Son of man is to 
be delivered into the hands of men, and they 
shall kill him; and after being killed he shall 
rise again on the third day. 

At Capernaum he asked the disciples. What was it 
you were disputing about among yourselves on 
the way? If anyone desires to be first, he shall 
be last of all, and servant of all. (And putting a 
child in the midst, he said.) Whosoever shall 
receive one of such children in my name, receives 
me; and whosoever shall receive me, receives not 
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me, but him who sent me. For whosoever shall 
give you a cup of water to drink because you are 
the Messiah's, shall by no means lose his reward. 
And whosoever shall cause one of these little ones 
who believe in me to go astray, it were better for 
him that a great millstone were hanged about his 
neck,and he be thrown into the sea. And if your 
hand offend you, cut it off! It is better for you to 
enter into life maimed, than having two\hands 
to go into Gehenna, into the fire that shall never 
be quenched. And if your foot causes you to 
stumble, cut it off! It is better for you to enter 
into life lame, than having two feet to be cast 
into Gehenna. And if your eye lead you astray, 
pluck it out! It is better for you to enter into 
the Kingdom of God with one eye, rather than 
having two eyes to be cast into Gehenna, where 
their worm dies not, and the fire is not quenched. 
For everyone shall be tried by fire; and every 
sacrifice shall be salted with salt. Salt is good: 
but if it has lost its saltness, wherewith will 
you season it? Have salt in yourselves, and be at 
peace one with another. 


CHAPTER X 


To the Pharisees asking about divorce. Because of the 
hardness of your hearts Moses wrote this com- 
mandment for you. But from the beginning of 
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the creation male and female made he mankind. 
For this reason a man shall leave his father and 
mother to cleave to his wife; so that they shall 
be no more two, but one, flesh. What therefore 
God has joined together, let not man put asunder. 
(To the disciples privately.) Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, and marry another, commits 
adultery against her: and if she shall put away 
her husband, and marry another, she commits 
adultery. 

To the disciples and mothers. Suffer the little chil- 
dren to come unto me, and forbid them not: for 
of such is the Kingdom of God. Verily, I say 
unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the King- 
dom of God as a little child, shall in no wise 
enter therein. | 

To one met in the street. Why do you call me 
good? None is good save one, that is, God. You 
know the commandments: Do not kill, Do not 
commit adultery, Do not steal, Do not bear false 
witness, Do not defraud, Honor your father-and 
mother. Yet, one thing you lack. Go andisell 
whatever you own and give it to the poor, and 
you shall have treasure in heaven: then come, 
and follow me. 

To the disciples. How hardly shall they that 
have riches enter into the Kingdom of God! My 
children, how hard it is for them that ¢rust in 
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riches to enter into the Kingdom of God! It is 
easier for a camel to go through a needle’s eye, 
than for such a rich man to enter into the King- 
dom of God. With men, indeed, it is impossible, 
but not with God: for all things are possible with 
God. 

Verily I say unto you, There is no man that has 
left house, or brothers, or sisters, or mother, or 
father, or children, or lands, for my sake, and the 
gospel’s, but shall receive a hundredfold now in 
this age, houses, and brothers, and sisters, and 
mothers, and children, and lands, with persecu- 
tions; but in the age to come, eternal life. But 
many that are first shall be last; and the last first. 

To the Twelve. Behold, we are on our way to 
Jerusalem; and the Son of man shall be delivered 
unto the chief priests and the scribes; and they 
shall condemn him to death, and shall deliver 
him unto the Gentiles: and they shall mock him, 
and shall spit upon him, and shall scourge him, 
and shall kill him: and on the third day he shall 
rise again. 

To James and John. You know not what you 
ask. Are you able to drink the cup that I drink? 
Or to be baptized with the baptism I am baptized 
with? (Weare able.) The cup I drink you shall 
drink; and with the baptism that I am baptized 
with shall you be baptized; but to sit on my right 
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hand or on my left, is not mine to give; but it is 
for them for whom it has been prepared. (Then 
to the indignant disciples.) You know that they 
who are set to rule over the Gentiles lord it over 
them; and their great ones exercise authority over 
them. But not so among you: but whoever 
would become great among you, shall be your 
minister; and whoever would be first among you, 
shall be the servant of all. For even the Son of 
man came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ransom for many. 

To Bartimaeus in the crowd. What do you want 
me to do for you? (Rabboni, O that I might 
receive my sight!) Go your way! Your faith 
has cured you. 


CHAPTER XI 


To two disciples. Go your way into the village 
Opposite, and upon entering it you will find a 
colt tied, on which no one ever sat; loose and 
bring him. And if anyone asks you why you 
do so, say to him, The Master needs him; and at 
once he will send him. 

Teaching in the Temple Jesus said. Is it not writ- 
ten, My House shall be called a house of prayer 
for all nations? But you have made it a den of 
robbers. 

Before the withered fig tree. Have faith in God. 
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For verily I say to you, that whoever shall say 
to this mountain, Up, and into the sea! And 
shall not doubt in his heart, but believe in its 
coming to pass, shall have it so. All things 
whatsoever you pray for, believe that you have 
them, and you shall have them. Moreover, when 
you start to pray, forgive any who have wronged 
you; that your Father in heaven may also forgive 
you your trespasses. 

To the chief priests, scribes and elders in the Temple. 
I will ask you one question, and if you answer 
me, I will tell you by what authority I do these 
things—The baptism of John, was it from heaven, 
or from men? Answer! So then, I shall not tell 
you by what authority I do these things. 


CHAPTER XII 


Then to them in parables. A man planted a vine- 
yard, and set a hedge about it, and digged a pit 
for the winepress, and built a tower, and let it 
out to husbandmen and went into another coun- 
try. And at the season he sent to the husbandmen 
a servant for the fruits of the vineyard. But the 
men took him, and beat him, and sent him away 
empty-handed. And again he sent to them 
another servant; and him they wounded in the 
head, and manhandled shamefully. So he sent 
another, and him they killed: likewise many 
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others; beating some, and killing some. He had 
yet one, a beloved son, whom he sent last to 
them, thinking, They will reverence my son. 
But those husbandmen said among themselves, 
This is the heir; come on, let’s kill him, and the 
inheritance will be ours! So taking him they 
killed him, and threw him out of the vineyard. 
What, then, will the owner of the vineyard do? 
He will come and destroy those husbandmen, 
and give the vineyard to others. Have you not 
read this scripture: 

The stone which the builders rejected, 

The same was made the chief corner stone. 

This was the work of the Lord, 

And it is marvelous in our eyes. 

To the Pharisees and Herodians asking the right of 
tribute to Caesar. Why are you trying to catch me? 
Show me a denarius. Whose is this image and 
superscription? (Caesar’s.) Then render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, and unto 
God the things that are God’s. 

To the Sadducees about marriage at the Resurrection. 
You are in error because ignorant of the scriptures 
and the power of God. For in the Resurrection 
they neither marry nor are given in marriage; but 
are like the angels in heaven. But as touching 
the dead, that they are raised, have you not read 
in the book of Moses at the Bush, how God said 
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to him, Iam the God of Abraham, and the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? He is not the God 
of the dead, but of the living: you greatly err. 

To a scribe asking which commandment is chief. The 
first is, Hear, O Israel; The Lord our God, is one 
Lord: and thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind, and with all thy strength. 

The second is this: Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself. There is none other command- 
ment greater than these. 

Jesus teaching in the Temple. How is it the scribes 
say that the Messiah is the son of David? For 
David himself said by the Holy Spirit, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on my right hand, 

Till I make thine enemies thy footstool. 
David himself calls him Lord; how is he, then, 
his son? 

Beware of the scribes, who desire to walk in 
long robes, and to have salutations in the market 
places, and chief seats in the synagogues, and 
chief places at feasts; but devour widows’ houses, 
_ and for a pretense make long prayers; these shall 
receive greater condemnation. 

To the disciples about the widow's two mites. Verily 
I say unto you, This poor widow has cast more 
into the treasury than all that are casting in: for 
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the others contributed of their abundance, but 
she of her poverty gave all she had, even all her 
living. 


CHAPTER XIII 


To @ disciple at the Temple. Do yousee these great 
buildings? There shall not be left here one stone 
upon another that shall not be thrown down. 

On Olivet to four of the disciples. Yake heed that 
no one deceive you. Many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am the Messiah; and shall lead 
many astray. But when you hear of wars and 
rumors of wats, be not troubled: for these must 
needs come to pass; but the end is not yet. For 
nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom; there shall be earthquakes in 
various places; there shall be famines: these are 
the beginning of travail. But take heed to your- 
selves: for they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in synagogues you will be beaten; and before 
governors and kings you shall stand for my sake, 
for a witness to them. But the gospel must first 
be preached unto all the nations. And when they 
bring you to trial, and deliver you up, be not 
anxious beforehand what you shall speak: but 
whatever shall be given you in that hour, that 
speak; for it is not you that speak, but the Holy 
Spirit. And brother shall deliver up brother to 
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death, and the father his child; and children shall 
tise up against parents, and cause them to be 
put to death. And you shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake: but he that endures to the 
end, shall be saved. 

But when you see the abomination of desola- 
tion standing where it ought not, Cet him that 
treads understand) then Iet them’ that’ are in 
Judaea flee to the mountains: and let him that is 
on the housetop not go down into the house, 
neither enter therein, to take anything out of his 
house: and let him that is in the field not turn 
back again to take his garment. But woe unto 
them that are with child, and to them that nurse 
one in those days! And pray that your flight be 
not inthe winter. For in those days shall be afflic- 
tion, such as was not from the beginning of the 
creation which God created unto this time, 
neither shall be. And except that the Lord has 
shortened those days, no flesh, should be saved: 
but for the elect’s sake, whom he has chosen, he 
has shortened the days. And then if any man 
shall say to you, Lo, here is the Messiah; or, lo, 
he is there; believe him not: for false Messiahs 
and false prophets shall arise, and shall show 
signs and wonders, to seduce, if it were possible, 
even the elect. But take heed: behold, I have 
foretold you all things. 
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But in those days, after that tribulation, the 
sun shall be darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the stars of heaven shall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven shall be 
shaken. And then shall they see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds with great power and glory. 
And then he shall send his angels, and shall 
gather together his elect from the four winds, 
from the uttermost part of the earth to the utter- 
most part of heaven. (For additions see Mt. 
DATO-12 26-30 37957.) UK or Al Se, 
22-26, 28, 34-36.) 

Now learn a parable of the fig tree: When her 
branch is yet tender, and puts forth leaves, you 
know that summer is near: so you in like manner, 
when you shall see these things come to pass, 
know that it is nigh, even at the doors. Verily I 
say unto you, that this generation shall not pass, 
till all these things be done. Heaven and earth 
shall pass away: but my words shall not pass 
away. But of that day and that hour no man 
knows, no, not the angels which are in heaven, 
neither the Son, but the Father. Take heed, 
watch and pray: for you know not when the time 
is. For the Son of man is as a man taking a far 
journey, who left his house, and gave authority 
to his servants, and to every man his work, and 
commanded the porter to watch. Watch there- 
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fore, for you know not when the master of the 
house comes, at even, or at midnight, or at the 
cockcrowing or in the morning; lest coming 
suddenly he find you sleeping. And what I say 
unto you I say unto all, Watch. 


CHAPTER XIV 


Of the anointing by the woman. Let her alone; why 
do you trouble her? She has wrought a” good 
work on me. For the poor you always have 
with you, and whenever you will you can be good 
to them: but me you will not have always. She 
has done what she could; she has anointed my 
body beforehand for the burial. And verily I say 
unto you, Wherever the gospel shall be preached 
thruout the whole world, this also that this 
woman has done shall be spoken of for a memorial 
of her. 

To two of the disciples. Go into the city, and 
there will meet you a man bearing a pitcher of 
water: follow him; and where he goes in, say to 
the master of the house, Our Teacher asks, Where 
is the guest chamber, where I may eat the Pass- 
over with my disciples? And he will show you a 
large upper room furnished and prepared: there 
make ready for us. 

The Passover with the Twelve. Verily I say unto 
you, One of you will betray me, even he that is 
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eating with me; it is the one of you twelve that 
dips with me in the dish. For the Son of man is 
to go just as it is written of him: but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is betrayed! Good 
were it for that man if he had never been born. 

After having blessed and broken the bread. Take, eat; 
This is my body. (Likewise of the cup, saying) 
This is my blood of the new covenant, which is 
shed for many. Verily I say unto you, I shall no 
more drink of the fruit of the vine until the day 
when I drink it new in the Kingdom of God. All 
of you will be dismayed; for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd, and the sheep shall be scat- 
tered abroad. Yet, after my resurrection, I will 
go before you into Galilee. (Peter protests, Al- 
tho all shall be offended, I will not.) Verily, 
I say unto you, that you today, this very night, 
before the Cock crow twice will deny me thrice. 
(Nay, if I must die with you, I will not deny you. 
Likewise said they all.) 

In Gethsemane. Sit here while I go to pray. 
(To Peter, James and John.) My soul is ex- 
ceedingly sorrowful even unto death: remain 
here, and watch with me. (Advancing a little 
Jesus fell on his face on the ground, praying.) 
Abba, Father, all things are possible unto thee; 
remove this cup from me: yet not what I will, 
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but what thou wilt. (Returning and finding 
them asleep, he said to Peter.) Simon, are you 
asleep? Could you not watch a single hour? 
Watch, and pray, that you enter not into tempta- 
tion: the spirit truly is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. (Leaving them again he prayed.) My 
Father! if this Cup may not pass from me except 
_ I drink it, thy will be done. (After another like 
petition.) Sleep on now, and take your rest! 
Behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners. Arise, let us go to meet the betrayer! 
(As Judas kissed him as the agreed upon sign to 
the mob.) Friend, why have you come? (To 
Peter as he struck off the ear of the high priest’s 
servant.) Put up your sword into its sheath, for 
all that draw the sword shall perish by the same. 
Do you not know that I could now pray to my 
Father and receive more than twelve legions of 
angels! But how thus would the scriptures be 
fulfilled, as must be? (Then to the mob.) Have 
you come out as against a robber with swords 
and staves to take me. I sat daily with you teach- 
ing inthe Temple, but you laid not a hand on me. 

(In the Sanhedrin the High Priest asks, Are 
you the Messiah, the Son of the Blessed?) I am: 
and you shall see the Son of man sitting at the 
right hand of Power, and coming with the clouds 
of heaven. 
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Pilate’s question, Art thou the king of the Jews? Even 
as you have said. 

Ninth hour cry of Jesus. Eloi, Eloi, lama sabach- 
thani? CMy God! my God! why hast thou 
forsaken me!) 


CHAPTER XVI 


Appendix to Mark. Go into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature. He that 
believes and is baptized shall be saved; but he 
that disbelieves shall be condemned. And these 
signs shall accompany them that believe: In my 
name they shall cast out demons; they shall 
speak with tongues; they shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink anything deadly it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.

TEACHINGS ADDITIONAL IN THE FIRST GOSPEL 


CHAPTER I 


(Thou shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall 
save his people from their sins.) 
(They shall call his name Immanuel.) 


CHAPTER IV 


The desert Temptation. Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that proceeds 
from the mouth of God. 

Thou shall not tempt the Lord tny God. 

Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only 
shalt thou serve. 

Repent! for the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand. 


CHAPTER V 


The Beatitudes. Blessed are the poor in spirit: 
for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven. 

Blessed are they that mourn: for they shall be 
comforted. 

Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the 
earth. 

Blessed are they that hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be filled. 

Blessed are the merciful: for they shall obtain 
mercy. 
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Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall see 
God. 

Blessed are the peacemakers: for they shall be 
called sons of God. 

Blessed are they who are persecuted for righi- 
eousness sake: for theirs is the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 

Blessed are you when men shall reproach you, 
and persecute you, and say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and 
be exceeding glad; for great is your reward in 
heaven: for so persecuted they the prophets that 
were before you. 

You are the salt of the iit but if the salt 
has lost its strength, with what shall it be 
salted? it is afterwards good for nothing but to 
be thrown out and trodden under foot. 

You are the light of the world. A city set ona 
hill cannot be hid. Neither is a lamp lighted to 
be put under cover, but on a stand; and it gives 
light to all who are in the house. Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father who is in heaven. 

Do not think that I came to abolish the Law or 
the Prophets. I came not to abolish, but to fulfill. 
For verily I say unto you, till heaven and earth 
pass away, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the Law till all is fulfilled. Whoso- 
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ever therefore shall break one of these least com- 
mandments, and teach men so, shall be called 
least in the Kingdom of Heaven: but whosoever 
shall do and teach them, shall be called great in 
the Kingdom of Heaven. For I say unto you, 
that unless your righteousness shall exceed that 
of the scribes and Pharisees, you shall in no wise 
enter into the Kingdom of Heaven. 

You have heard that it was said to them of old 
times. Thou shalt not kill; and whoever shall kill 
shall be in danger of the judgment: but I say 
unto you, that everyone who is angry with his 
brother without cause shall be in danger of the 
judgment; and whoever shall say to his brother, 
you blockhead, shall be in danger of the council; 
and whoever shall say, you scoundrel, shall be in 
danger of the Gehenna of fire. If, then, you bring 
your gift to the altar, and there remember that 
your brother has something against you, leave 
there your gift before the altar, and go your way 
to be first reconciled to your brother, and then 
come and offer your gift. 

Agree with your adversary quickly while with 
him in the way; lest perchance the adversary 
deliver you to the judge, and the judge to the 
officer, and you be thrown into prison. Verily 
I say unto you, you shall by no means come out 
from there till you have paid the last farthing. 
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You have heard that it was said, Thou shalt 
not commit adultery. But I say unto you, that 
everyone who cherishes lustful desire, has com- 
mitted adultery already in his heart. 

Again you have heard that it was said to them 
of old time, Thou shalt not forswear thyself, 
but shalt perform unto the Lord thine oaths: but 
I say unto you, Swear not at all, neither by 
heaven, for it is God’s throne; nor by the earth, 
for it is his footstool, nor by Jerusalem; for it is 
the city of the great King. Neither shalt thou 
swear by thy head, for thou canst not make 
one hair white or black. But let your speech 
be yea, yea; nay, nay: for whatever is more than 
these comes of evil. 

You have heard that it was said, An eye for an 
eye, and a tooth for a tooth: but I say unto you, 
Resist not evil: but whenever one strikes you on 
the right cheek, turn to him the other also. And 
if anyone should go to law with you and take 
away your coat, let him have your cloak also. 
And whoever shall compel you to go a mile, go 
with him two. Give to him that asks you, and 
from him that would borrow of you, turn not 
away. 

You have heard that it was said, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor, and hate thine enemy; but I 
say unto you, Maintain benevolent regard for 
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your enemies, bless them that curse you, do good 
to them that hate you, and pray for them who 
despitefully use you, and persecute you: that you 
may be the children of your Father who is in 
heaven: for he makes his sun to rise on the evil 
and on the good, and sends rain on the just and 
on the unjust. For if you like them who like 
you, what reward have you? Do not even the 
publicans the same? And if you salute your 
brethren only, what do you more than others? 
do not even the publicans so? You therefore are 
to be perfect, as your Father who is in heaven is 
perfect. 


CuHaptTer VI 


Take heed that you do not your alms before 
men to be seen of them: otherwise you have no 
reward of your Father who is in heaven. When 
therefore you give alms, do not sound a trumpet 
before you, as the hypocrites do, in the syn- 
agogues, and in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily I say unto you, they have 
received their reward. But when you give alms 
let not your left hand know what your right hand 
does; that your alms may be in secret: and your 
Father who sees in secret shall recompense you. 

And when you pray, you shall not be as the 
hypocrites: for they love to stand and pray in 
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the synagogues and corners of the streets to be 
seen of men. Verily I say unto you, they have 
received their reward. But you, when you pray, 
enter into your retired chamber, and, having 
closed the door, pray to your Father who is in 
secret, and your Father who sees in secret shall 
recompense you. But when you pray do not use 
vain repetitions, as the Gentiles do; for they 
think they will be heard for their repetitions: do 
not therefore imitate them: for your Father 
knows what you need before you ask him. After 
this fashion therefore do you pray:- 

Our Father who art in heaven, 

Thy Name be hallowed, 
Thy Kingdom come, 
Thy Will be done, 

On earth as in heaven. 

Give us today all needed support; 
Forgive us as we our debtors; 
Forfend us from all evil; 

For Thine is the Kingdom, the Power and the 

Glory, unto all ages. 
AMEN. 

For if you forgive men their offenses, your 
heavenly Father will also forgive you; but if you 
do not forgive others, neither will he forgive 
your offenses. 

Moreover when you fast be not as the hypo- 
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crites, of a sad countenance: for they distort 
their faces that they may be seen of men to fast. 
Verily I say unto you, they have received their 
rewatd. But when you fast, anoint your head, 
and wash your face; so that you shall not be seen 
of men to fast, but of your Father: and your 
Father, who sees in secret, shall recompense you. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon the 
earth, where moth and rust destroy, and where 
thieves break through and steal: but lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust destroys, and where thieves do 
not break thrcugh nor steal: for where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be also. The 
light of the body is the eye: if therefore your eye 
is clear, your whole body will be full of light; 
but if your eye is cloudy, your whole body will 
be full of darkness: if therefore the light that is in 
you is darkness, how great is that darkness! 

No man can serve two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love the other; or else he 
will hold to the one, and despise the other. You 
cannot serve God and mammon. Therefore I 
say unto you, be not anxious for your life, what 
you shall eat, or what you shall drink; not yet 
for your body, what you shall put on. Is not the 
life more than the food, and the body than the 
raiment? Behold the birds of heaven, that they 
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do not sow nor reap, nor gather into barns; yet 
your heavenly Father feeds them. Are you not 
of much greater value than they? And which of 
you by being anxious can add an inch to his 
stature? And why are you anxious about rai- 
ment? Consider the lilies of the field, how they 
grow; they toil not, neither do they spin: yet I 
say unto you that even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. But if God so 
clothes the grass of the field, which today is, 
and tomorrow is thrown into the furnace, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O you of little 
faith? Be not therefore anxious, saying, What 
shall we eat? What shall we drink? With what 
shall we:.'be clothed? ) For, after all thescene 
Gentiles seek; for your heavenly Father knows 
that you need all these. But do you seek first the 
Kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these shall be added unto you. Be not, therefore, 
anxious for the morrow; for the morrow will be 
anxious for itself. Sufficient unto each day is its 
evil. 


CuHaptTer VII 


Judge not censoriously, that you be not so 
judged. For with what judgment you judge, you 
shall be judged: and with what measure you 
mete, it shall be measured unto you. And why 
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do you behold the mote that is in your brother's 
eye, but do not consider the beam that is in your 
own eye? or how can you say to your brother, 
Let me take the mote out of your eye, while a 
beam is in your own eye? You hypocrite, first 
cast out the beam from your own eye, and then 
you will see clearly to take the mote out of your 
brother’s eye. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, 
neither cast your pearls before swine, lest they 
trample them under their feet, and turn again 
and rend you. 

Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and you 
shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you: for every one that asks, receives; and he 
that seeks, finds; and to him that knocks, it shall 
be opened. Or what man is there of you, who, 
if his son asks for bread, will give him a stone? 
or if he asks for a fish, will give him a serpent? 
If you then, being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much more shall 
your Father who ts in heaven give needful good to 
them that ask him? All things therefore what- 
soever you would that men do unto you, do you 
even so to them: for this is the Law and the 
Prophets. 

Enter in through the narrow gate: for wide is 
the gate, and broad the way that leads to des- 
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truction, and many there are who enter through 
it: while narrow is the gate, and strait the way 
that leads unto life, and few there are who find it. 

Beware of false prophets who come to you in 
sheep’s clothing, but within are ravenous wolves. 
By their fruits you shall know them. Do men 
gather grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles? Even 
so every good tree brings forth good fruit; but a 
poor tree brings forth poor fruit. A good tree 
cannot produce poor fruit nor a poor tree, good 
fruit. Every tree that does not produce good 
fruit, is cut down, and thrown into the fire. 
Therefore by their fruits you shall know them. 
Not every one who says to me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the Kingdom of Heaven; but he who 
does the will of my Father who is in heaven. 
Many will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, did 
we not prophesy in thy name, and by thy name 
cast out demons, and by thy name do many 
mighty works? And then I will declare unto 
them, I never knew you: depart from me, you 
that work iniquity! 

Every one therefore who hears these words of 
mine, and heeds them, shall be likened unto a 
wise man, who built his house upon the rock: 
and the rain descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it did not fall, because it was founded upon 
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the rock. And everyone who hears these words 
of mine, and heeds them not, shall be likened 
unto a foolish man, who built his house upon 
the sand: and the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat upon that 
house, and it fell; and great was its fall. 


Cuapter VIII 


To the centurion at Capernaum beseeching him for his 
palsied servant. Verily, I say unto you, I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Israel. And I say 
unto you, that many shall come from the east and 
the west, and shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the Kingdom of Heaven: but 
the sons of the Kingdom shall be cast forth into 
the outer darkness: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. Go your way; as you have 
believed, so be it done for you. 

To the scribe wishing to follow him. The foxes have 
holes, and the birds of the air, nests, but the Son 
of man has not a place to lay his head. 

To a disciple asking to arrange his father's funeral. 
Follow me; and let the dead bury their dead. 


CuHapter IX 


Two blind men cry for help. Do you believe that Iam 
able todo this? (Yes, Master.) According to your 
faith be it unto you. See that no one knows it. 
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To the disciples. ‘The harvest truly is plenteous, 
but the laborers are few. Pray therefore the 
Lord of the harvest to send out laborers into his 
harvest. 


CHAPTER X 


To the disciples. Go not into the way of the 
Gentiles, and do not enter into any city of the 
Samaritans: But go rather to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. And as you go, preach, saying, 
The Kingdom of Heaven is at hand. Heal the 
sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast out 
demons: freely you have received, freely give. 
Provide neither gold, nor silver, nor brass in your 
purses, nor a provision-sack for your journey, 
neither two coats, neither sandals, nor a staff: 
for the workman is worthy of his support. And 
into whatsoever city or town you enter, inquire 
who in it is worthy; and there abide till you go 
thence. And when you come into a house, salute 
it. And if the house be worthy, let your peace 
come upon it; but if it be not worthy, let your 
peace return to you. And whosoever shall not 
receive you, nor hear your words, when you 
depart out of that house or city, shake off the dust 
of your feet. Verily I say unto you, it shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom and Go- 
morrha in the day of judgment, than for that city. 
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Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst 
of wolves: be therefore wise as serpents, and 
harmless as doves. But beware of men; for they 
will deliver you up to the councils, and they will 
scourge you in their synagogues; and you shall be 
brought before governors and kings for my sake, 
for a testimony against them and the Gentiles. 
But when they deliver you up, take no thought 
how or what you shall speak: for it shall be given 
you in that same hour what you shall speak. For 
it is not you that speak, but the Spirit of your 
Father which speaks in you. And the brother 
shall deliver up the brother to death, and the 
father the child: the children shall rise up against 
their parents, and cause them to be put to death. 
And you shall be hated of all men for my name's 
sake: but he that endures to the end shall be 
saved. But when they persecute you in this city, 
flee into another: for verily I say unto you, you 
shall not have gone over the cities of Israel till 
the Son of man has come. The disciple is not 
above his master, nor the servant above his lord. 
It is enough for the disciple that he be as his 
master, and the servant as his lord. If they have 
called the master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shal! they call them of his household? 
Fear them not therefore: for there is nothing 
covered, that shall not be revealed; and hid, that 
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shall not be known. What I tell you in darkness, 
speak that in light: and what you hear in the ear, 
proclaim that upon the housetops. And fear not 
them who kill the body, but are not able to kill 
the soul: but rather fear him who is able to 
destroy both soul and body in Gehenna. Are not 
two sparrows sold for a farthing? and one of them 
shall not fall on the ground without your Father. 
But the very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Therefore, do not fear, you are of more value than 
many sparrows. Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I confess before my 
Father who is in heaven; but whosoever shall 
deny me before men, him will I also deny before 
my Father who is in heaven. Think not that 
I am come to send peace on earth: I came not to 
send peace, but a sword. For I am come to set a 
man at variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the daughter- 
in-law against her mother-in-law. And a man’s 
foes shall be they of his own household. He that 
loves father or mother more than me is not 
worthy of me: and he that loves son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. And he that 
takes not his cross and follows after me, is not 
worthy of me. He that finds his life shall lose it: 
and he that loses his life for my sake shall find it. 
He that receives you, receives me, and he that 
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receives me receives him that sent me. He that 
receives a prophet in the name of a prophet shall 
receive a prophet’s reward: and he that receives a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous man 
shall receive a righteous man’s reward. And 
whosoever shall give to drink unto one of these 
little ones a cup of cold water only in the name of 
a disciple, verily I say unto you, he shall in no 
wise lose his reward. 


CHAPTER XI 


To the two disciples sent by John Baptist. Go and 
show John what you have seen and heard: The 
blind receive their sight, and the lame walk, the 
lepers are cleansed, the dead are raised, and the 
poor have the Gospel preached to them. And 
blessed is he who shall not be in doubt about me. 

To the multitude. What did you go out into the 
wilderness to see? A reed shaken by the wind? 
A man clothed in fine raiment? They who are 
thus dressed are in palaces. A prophet? Yea, 
I say to you, and more than a prophet. For this 
is he of whom it is written: Behold, I send my 
Messenger before thy face, who shall prepare thy 
way before thee. Verily I say unto you, Among 
them that are born of women there has not risen 
a greater than John the Baptist: yet, he that is 
least in the Kingdom of Heaven is greater than 
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he. And from the days of John the Baptist until 
now the Kingdom of Heaven yields to violence, 
and the violent take it by force. For all the 
prophets and the law prophesied until John; and 
if you will believe it, this is Elijah, who was to 
come. He that has ears to hear, let him hear! 
But to what shall I compare this generation? It 
is like children sitting in the market places, and 
calling to their mates, and saying, We have 
piped to you and you have not danced; we have 
mourned to you, and you have not lamented. For 
John came neither eating nor drinking, and they 
say, He is possessed of ademon. The Son of man 
came eating and drinking, and they say, Behold a 
glutton, and winebibber, a friend of publicans and 
sinners! And wisdom was justified by her children. 

Woe unto thee, Chorazin? woe unto thee, 
Bethsaida? for if the mighty works which were 
done in you, had been done in Tyre and Sidon, 
they would have repented long ago in sackcloth 
and ashes. But I say unto you, it shall be more 
tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the day of judg- 
ment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, 
who hast been exalted unto heaven, shalt be 
brought down to Hades: for if the mighty works 
which have been done in thee, had been done in 
Sodom, it would have remained until this day. 
But I say unto thee, it shall be more tolerable for 
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the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, than 
for thee. 

I thank thee, O Father, Lord: of heaven 
and earth, because thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes... Even so, Father; for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. All things were de- 
livered unto me by my Father: and no one knows 
the Son except the Father: nor does any one 
knowethne Father, ‘except ‘the Son, and he to 
whomsoever the Son shall reveal him. 

Come unto me all you that labor and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and you shall find rest unto your 
souls. For my yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light 


CHAPTER XII 


(When great multitudes followed and were 
healed, he charged them not to make it known, 
as Isaiah had foretold: Behold my servant whom 
I have chosen; my beloved in whom my soul has 
found delight: I will put my spirit upon him, and 
he shall declare judgment to the Gentiles. He 
shall not strive, nor cry: neither shall any one 
hear his voice in the streets. A bruised reed he 
shall not break, and smoking flax he shall not 
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quench, till he send forth judgment unto victory. 
And in his name shall the Gentiles trust.) 

O generation of vipers, how can you, being 
evil, speak good things? for out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth speaks. A good 
man out of his good treasure brings forth good 
things: and an evil man out of his evil treasure 
brings forth evil things. But I say unto you, 
that every idle word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. For by your words you shall be justified, 
and by your words you shall be condemned. 

(Then certain of the scribes and Pharisees 
answered, Master, we would see a sign from you.) 
An evil and adulterous generation seeks after a 
sign; and there shall be no sign given to it, but 
the sign of the prophet Jonah: for as Jonah was 
three days and three nights in the sea monster, 
so shall the Son of man be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth. The men of 
Nineveh shall rise in the judgment with this gen- 
eration and condemn it; for they repented at the 
preaching of Jonah; and lo, a greater than Jonah 
is here. The queen of the South shall rise in the 
judgment with this generation and condemn it; 
for she came from the uttermost parts of the earth 
to hear the wisdom of Solomon; and lo, a greater 
than Solomon is here.

£2343 MATTHEW TAO 


When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, 
he walks through dry places, seeking rest, and 
finds none. Then he says, I will return into 
my house whence I came out; and when he is 
come, he finds it empty, swept and adorned. 
Then he goes, and takes with himself seven other 
spirits more wicked than himself, and they enter 
in and dwell there: and the last state of that man 
becomes worse than the first. Even so shall it be 
also unto this wicked generation. 


Cuapter XIII 


The Kingdom of Heaven is like a man who 
sowed good seed in his field: But while men 
slept, his enemy came and sowed tares among 
the wheat, and went his way. But when the 
blade sprang up, and brought forth fruit, then 
appeared the tares also. So the servants of 
the householder came and said unto him, Sir, did 
you not sow good seed in your field? whence 
then has it tares? He said unto them, An enemy 
did this. The servants said unto him, Do you 
want us, then, to go and gather them up? But he 
said, No; lest while you gather up the tares, you 
root up also the wheat with them. Let both grow 
together until the harvest: and in time of harvest 
I will say to the reapers, Gather together first the 
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tares, and bind them in bundles to burn them: 
but gather the wheat into my granary. 

The Kingdom of Heaven is like leaven, which 
a woman took, and hid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened. 

Parable of Tares explained to the Twelve. He that 
sows the good seed is the Son of man; and the 
field is the world; and the good seed the sons of 
the Kingdom; and the tares the sons of the evil 
one; and the enemy who sowed them is the 
devil; and the harvest is the end of the world; 
and the reapers are the angels. As then the tares 
ate gathered and burned, so shall it be at the 
consummation of the age. The Son of man shall 
send forth his angels to gather out of his King- 
dom all that lead astray and them that work 
iniquity, and cast them into the furnace of fire: 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
Then the righteous shall shine forth as the sun 
in the Kingdom of their Father. He that has 
ears, let him hear! 

Again, the Kingdom of Heaven is like treasure 
hid in a field; which when a man has found, he 
hides, and for joy goes and sells all that he has, 
and buys that field. 

Again, the Kingdom of Heaven is like a mer- 
chant man, seeking goodly pearls: who, when he 
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had found one pearl of great price, went and sold 
all that he had, and bought it. 

Again, the Kingdom of Heaven is like a net, 
that was cast into the sea, and gathered of 
every kind: which, when it was full, they drew to 
shore, and sat down, and gathered the good into 
vessels, but cast the bad away. 

So shall it be at the end of the world: the 
angels shall come forth and sever the wicked from 
the just, and shall cast them into the furnace of 
fire: there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

Therefore every scribe who has become a 
disciple of the Kingdom of Heaven, is like a man 
that is a householder, who brings forth out of 
his treasure things new and old. 


CuHapTter XVI 


Jesus’ approval of the Great Confession. Blessed are 
you, Simon, son of Jonah, for man has not re- 
vealed this to you but my Father who is in 
heaven. And I say further unto you as Petros 
(rock-man,) that upon this petra (rock-fact of 
Messiahship), I will found my Church, and the 
powers of evil shall never prevail against it. 
And I will give you the keys of my Kingdom of 
Heaven; so whatever you require on earth, shall 
be required in heaven: and whatever you allow 
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on earth, shall be allowed in heaven. (Cf. 
Mk. 8, Lk. 9, Mt, 18:18, and Jn. 20225 23. 


CuHapTrer XVII 


What think you, Simon? from whom do 
the kings of earth receive tribute?, from their 
citizens, or from foreigners? (From foreigners.) 
Therefore the citizens are free. But that we may 
not offend them, go to the Lake and cast in a 
hook and take the first fish that comes up; and 
in its mouth you will find a shekel: take that and 
pay them for me and for you. 


CuHapter XVIII 


To the disciples. Verily, 1 say unto you, Unless 
youchange, and becomeas little children, you shall 
in no wise enter into the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Whosoever therefore shall humble himself as this 
little child, the same is the greatest in the King- 
dom of Heaven. See that you despise not one of 
these little ones: for I say unto you, that in 
heaven their angels do always behold the face 
of my Father who is in heaven. 

What do you think? Ifa man have a hundred 
sheep, and one of them has gone astray, does 
he not leave the ninety and nine, and go into 
the mountains to seek the one gone astray? And 
if he finds it, verily I say unto you, he rejoices 
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more over that sheep than over the ninety and 
nine that have not gone astray. Even so it is 
not the will of your Father in heaven that one 
of his little ones perish. 

And if your brother sin against you, go show 
him his fault between you and him alone: if he 
listen to you, you have won your brother. But 
if he will not listen, take with you one or two 
more, that by the mouth of two or three wit- 
nesses every word may be established. And if 
he refuse to hear them, tell it to the church: and 
if he refuse to hear the church also, let him be 
to you as the Gentile and the publican. Verily 
I say unto you, whatever you bind on earth 
shall be bound in heaven: and whatever you 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. Again 
I say unto you, that if two of you shall agree 
on earth respecting anything they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them by my Father who 
is in heaven. For where two or three are gath- 
ered together in my name, there am I in the midst 
of them. 

To Peter asking if he is to forgive seven times. I say 
not unto you, Until seven times: but, Until 
seventy times seven. For the kingdom of heaven 
is like a certain king who would havea reckoning 
with his servants. And when he had begun to 
reckon, one was brot to him who owed him more 
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than ten million dollars. But, since he had not 
the means to pay, his lord ordered that he be sold, 
and his wife and children, and all that he 
had, that payment might be made. Then the 
servant fell down in obeisance, praying, My Lord, 
have patience with me, and I will pay you all. 
And the lord of that servant, being moved with 
compassion, released him, and forgave him the 
debt. But that servant went out and found one of 
his fellow servants who owed him some twenty 
dollars: and he laid hold of him, and took him by 
the throat, saying, Pay me what you owe. So 
his fellow-servant fell down at his feet and be- 
sought him, saying, Have patience with me, and 
Twill pay you. And he would not; but went and 
threw him into prison till he should pay what 
was due. So, when his fellow-servants saw what 
was done, they were exceedingly sorry, and came 
and told their lord all that was done. Then his 
lord called him unto him, and said to him, You 
wicked servant! I forgave you all that debt be- 
cause you besought me; should not you also have 
had mercy on your fellow-servant, even as I had 
mercy on you? And his lord was exceedingly 
angry, and delivered him to the torturers till he 
should pay all that was due. So shall also my 
heavenly Father do unto you, if you forgive not 
every one his brother from your hearts. 
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CHAPTER XIX 


The reward to followers. Verily I say unto you 
that you who have followed me, in the re- 
generation, when the Son of man shall sit on the 
throne of his glory you also shall sit upon twelve 
thrones judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And 
every one that has forsaken houses, or brethren, 
Oi SIStens: OG fathicr.) OF motnens on wite) or 
children, or lands, for my name’s sake, shall re- 
ceive a hundredfold, and shall inherit everlasting 
life. But many that are first shall be last, and the 
last shall be first. 


CHAPTER XX 


For the Kingdom of Heaven is like unto a man 
that is a householder, who went out early in the 
morning to hire laborers for his vineyard. And 
when he had agreed with the laborers for a 
shilling a day, he sent them into his vineyard. 
And he went out about the third hour and saw 
others standing in the market place idle; and to 
them he said, Go also into the vineyard, and 
whatever is right I will give you. Again he went 
out about the sixth, and the ninth, hour, and did 
likewise. And about the eleventh hour he found 
others standing, and says to them, Why do you 
stand here all day idle? They say to him, Because 
nobody has hired us. He says to them, Go also 
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into the vineyard. And when evening was come, 
the lord of the vineyard says to his steward, Call 
the laborers and pay them their due, beginning 
from the last unto the first. And when they came 
who were hired about the eleventh hour, they 
received every man a shilling. And when the 
first came, they supposed they would receive 
more; but they likewise received every man a 
shilling. And when they received it they mur- 
mured against the householder, saying, These 
last have worked but one hour, and you have 
made them equal to us who have borne the burden 
and heat of the day. But he answered and said 
to one of them, Friend, I do you no wrong; did 
you not agree with me for a shilling? Take that 
which is yours and go your way; I wish to give 
to the last just as to you. Is it not lawful for me 
to do what I will with my own? Are you envious 
because I am generous? So the first shall be last 
and the last first. 


CHAPTER XXI 


To the chief priests and elders in the Temple. What do 
you think of this? A man had two sons; and 
he came to the first, and said, Son, go work 
today in the vineyard. And he answered and 
said, I will not: but afterward he repented and 
went. And he came to the second and said like- 
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wise, and he answered, I go, sir; but did not go. 
Which of the two did the will of his father? 
(They say, The first.) Verily I say to you, that 
the publicans and the harlots go into the King- 
dom of God before you. For John came to you in 
the way of righteousness, and you did not believe 
him: but the publicans and harlots believed him: 
and you, when you saw it, did not repent after- 
ward, that you might believe him. Therefore, 
I say to you, The Kingdom of God shall be taken 
away from you, and be given to a nation bringing 
forth its fruits. And he that falls on this stone 
shall be broken to pieces; but him on whom it 
shall fall, it will scatter as dust. 


CHAPTER XXII 


The Kingdom of Heaven is like a certain king 
who made a marriage feast for his son, and sent 
out his servants to call them who were invited: 
but they would not come. And again he sent 
forth other servants, saying, Tell them who are 
invited, Behold I have got ready the feast: my 
oxen and fatlings are killed, and all things are 
ready: come to the wedding feast. But they made 
light of it, and went their ways, one to his farm, 
another to his merchandise: and the rest laid hold 
of the servants and treated them shamefully, and 
killed them. But the king was wroth; and sent 
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his armies, and destroyed those murderers and 
burned their city. Then he says to his servants, 
The wedding is ready but they who were invited 
were not worthy. Go therefore into the high- 
ways and hedges and invite as many as you find 
to the banquet. And those servants went out 
into the highways and gathered in all they found, 
both bad and good. But when the king came in 
to see the guests, he saw a man who did not have 
on a wedding garment. And he says to him, 
Friend, how did you come in here without a 
wedding garment? And he was speechless. Then 
the king said to his servants, Bind him hand and 
foot and throw him out into the outer darkness: 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
For many are called, but few are chosen. 


CuHaApTterR XXIII 


To the crowd and the disciples. The scribes and 
Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat; therefore heed 
them; but do not do according to their works; 
for they bind heavy burdens and grievous to be 
borne, and lay them on men’s shoulders; but they 
themselves will not touch them with a finger. 
But all their works they do to be seen by men: for 
they make broad their phylacteries, and enlarge 
the borders of their garments, and love the chief 
place at feasts, and the chief seats in the syna- 
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gogues, and salutations in the market places, and 
to be called of men, Rabbi. But do you not be 
called Rabbi: for one is your Teacher, and all 
you are Brethren. And call no man your father 
on earth; for one is your Father, who is in heaven. 
Neither be you called masters: for one is your 
Master, even the Messiah. But he that is greatest 
among you shall be your servant. And whoever 
shall exalt himself shall be humbled; and who- 
ever shall humble himself shall be exalted. 

But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! because you shut the kingdom of 
heaven against men: you enter not in yourselves, 
nor allow them that are entering to enter. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for you compass sea and land to make 
one proselyte; and when he has become so, you 
make him twofold more a son of Gehenna than 
yourselves. 

Woe unto you blind guides, who say, Whoever 
shall swear by the temple, it is nothing; but 
whoever shall swear by the gold of the temple, is 
debtor. You foolish men and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple that sanctifies 
the gold? And, whoever shall swear by the 
altar, it is nothing; but whoever shall swear by 
the gift that is upon it, he is debtor. How blind! 
for which is greater, the gift, or the altar that 
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sanctifies the gift? So he that swears by the altar, 
swears by it, and by all thereon. And he that 
swears by the temple, swears by it, and by him 
that dwells therein. And he that swears by 
heaven, swears by the throne of God, and by 
him that sits thereon. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for you tithe mint, and rue, and every 
herb, but have left undone the weightier matters 
of the law, justice and mercy, and faith: but 
these you ought to have done, while not leaving 
the other undone. You blind guides, who strain 
out the gnat, and swallow the camel. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! For you cleanse the outside of the cup, 
and of the platter, but within they are full of ex- 
tortion and excess. You blind Pharisees! cleanse 
first the inside of the cup and of the platter, that 
the outside may become clean also. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for you are like whited sepulchres, which 
outwardly appear beautiful, but inwardly are full 
of dead men’s bones and of all uncleanness. Even 
so you also outwardly appear righteous unto 
men, but inwardly you are full of hypocrisy and 
iniquity. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for you build the sepulchres of the 
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prophets, and adorn the tombs of the righteous, 
and say, If we had been in the days of our fathers, 
we should not have been partakers with them in 
the blood of the prophets. Wherefore you wit- 
ness to yourselves, that you are sons of them that 
slew the prophets. Fill up, then, the measure of 
your fathers. You serpents! You offspring of 
vipers! How can you escape the judgment of 
Gehenna? Therefore, behold I send unto you 
prophets and wise men, and scribes: some of 
them you will kill and crucify; and some of them 
you will scourge in your synagogues, and perse- 
cute from city to city: that upon you may come 
all the righteous blood shed on the earth, from 
the blood of righteous Abel unto the blood of 
Zachariah son of Barachiah, whom you slew 
between the sanctuary and the altar. Verily I 
say unto you, All these things shall come upon 
this generation. 

O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, who killest the 
prophets, and stonest them that are sent unto 
thee! How often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and thou wouldest 
not! Behold thine house is left unto thee deso- 
late. For I say unto thee, thou shalt not see me 
henceforth, till thou shalt say, Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord. 
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CHAPTER XXIV 


The Olivet discourse additional to Mark. Then many 
shall apostasize, and shall betray one another and 
shall hate one another. And many false prophets 
shall arise and shall lead many astray, and be- 
cause iniquity shall abound the love of many 
shall grow cold. If therefore they shall say to 
you, Behold he is in the wilderness, go not 
forth: Behold he is in the inner chambers, believe 
it not. For as the lightning flashes from the 
east even to the west, so shall be the coming of 
the Son of: mans | Wheresoever the’ carcase ss: 
there the vultures will be gathered. 

And as the days of Noah were, so shall be the 
coming of the Son of man. For as in those days 
before the Flood they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage until the day 
Noah entered into the ark, and they knew not 
until the flood came, and swept them away; so 
shall be the coming of the Son of man. Then 
two men shall be in the field; one is taken, the 
other left; two women shall be grinding at the 
mill; one is taken, the other left. 

Watch therefore: for you know not what hour 
your Lord comes. But know this, that if the 
good man of the house had known in what 
watch the thief would come, he would have 
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watched, and would not have suffered his house 
to be broken up. Therefore, you also be ready: 
for in such an hour as you do not think the Son 
of man comes. 

Who then is a faithful and wise servant, whom 
his lord has made ruler over his household, 
to give them their food in due season? Blessed 
is that servant, whom his lord when he comes 
shall find so doing. Verily I say unto you, 
that he shall make him ruler over all his goods. 
But if that evil servant shall say in his heart, My 
lord delays his coming; and shall begin to smite 
his fellow-servants, and to eat and drink with 
the drunken; the lord of that servant shall come 
in a day when he does not look for him, and in 
an hour that he is not aware and shall cut 
him asunder, and appoint him his portion with 
the hypocrites: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 


CHAPTER XXV 


Then shall the kingdom of heaven be likened 
unto ten virgins, who took their lamps and went 
forth to meet the bridegroom. And five of them 
were wise, and five were foolish. For the foolish 
took no oil with them; but the wise took oil in 
their vessels with their lamps. Now while the 
bridegroom tarried they all fell asleep. But at

Now after,a long 
time the lord of those servants came and made a 
reckoning with them. And he that received the 
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five talents came and brought other five, saying: 
Lord, thou deliveredst unto me five talents: lo, 
I have gained other five talents. His lord said 
unto him, Well done, good and faithful servant: 
you have been faithful over a few things, I will 
set you over many things: enter into the joy of 
your lord. And he also that received the two 
talents came and said, Lord, thou deliveredst 
unto me two talents: lo, I have gained other two. 
His lord said unto him, Well done, good and 
faithful servant: you have been faithful over a few 
things, I will set you over many things: enter 
into the joy of your lord. And he also that had 
received the one talent came and said, Lord, I 
knew thee that thou art a hard man, reaping 
where thou didst not sow, and gathering where 
thou didst not scatter: and I was afraid, and went 
away and hid thy talent in the earth: lo, thou 
hast thine own. But his lord said, You wicked 
and slothful servant! You knew I reap where I 
sowed not, and gather where I did not sow; 
you ought, therefore, to have put my money with 
the bankers, and at my coming I should have 
received back my own with interest. Take you 
away, therefore, the talent from him, and give 
it to him that has the ten talents. For to every 
one that has shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance: but from him that has not, even that 
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which he has shall be taken away. And cast out 
the unprofitable servant into the outer darkness: 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
But when the Son of man shall come in his 
glory, and all the angels with him, then shall he 
sit on the throne of his glory: and before him 
shall be gathered all the nations: and he shall 
separate them one from another, as the shepherd 
separates the sheep from the goats: and he shall 
set the sheep on his right hand, but the goats on 
the left. Then shall the King say to them on his 
right hand, Come, you blessed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world: for I was hungry, 
and you gave me meat: I was thirsty, and you 
gave me drink:I was a stranger, and you took me 
in; naked, and you clothed me: I was sick, and 
you visited me: I was in prison, and you came 
unto me. Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee hungry and 
fed thee? or thirsty and gave thee drink? And 
when saw we thee a stranger, and took thee 
in? or naked, and clothed thee? And when saw 
we thee sick, or in prison, and came unto thee? 
And the King shall answer, and say unto them, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as you did it 
unto one of the least of these my brethren, you 
did it unto me. Then shall he say also unto them 
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on his left hand, Depart from me, you cursed, 
into the eternal fire which is prepared for the 
devil and his angels: for I was hungry, and you 
gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and you gave me 
no drink: I was a stranger, and you took me not 
in; naked, and you clothed me not; sick, and in 
prison, and you visited me not. Then shall they 
also answer, saying, Lord, when saw we thee 
hungry, or thirsty, or a stranger, or naked, or 
sick, or in prison, and did not minister unto thee? 
Then shall he answer them, saying, Verily I say 
unto you, Inasmuch as you did it not unto one of 
the least of these, you did it not unto me. And 
these shall go away into eternal punishment: but 
the righteous into eternal life.

But I say unto you, It 
shall be more tolerable in that day for Sodom, 
than for that city. He that hears you hears me; 
and he that rejects you, rejects me; and he that 
rejects me, rejects him who sent me. 

Joyful report of the seventy: (Master, even the de- 
mons are subject to us in thy name!) I beheld 
Satan fallen as lightning from heaven. Behold, 
I have given you power to tread upon serpents 
and scorpions, and over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall in any wise hurt you.

Which 
of you shall have a friend, and shall go to him 
at midnight, and say. Friend, please lend me 
three loaves; for a friend of mine in his jour- 
ney has come to me, and I have nothing to set 
before him. And he from within shall answer, 
Do not trouble me; the door is fastened up, and 
my children are with me in bed: I cannot get up 
to give you. I say to you, though he will not 
tise and give him on the score of friendship, yet 
if the other continues importunate he will rise 
and give him as many as are needed. 

If you, then, being imperfect, thus give good 
gifts to your children, how much more will your 
heavenly Father give his Holy Spirit to them 
that entreat him. 

When a strong man guards his palace, his 
treasures are safe. But let one stronger come 
upon him and overpower him, he will rob him of 
all his armor in which he trusted and despoil his 
goods. He that is not with me is against me; 
and he that gathers not with me scatters. 

To a woman of the crowd praising his parentage. Yes, 
but the rather blessed are they who hear the 
truth of God, and keep it. 

The lamp of your body is the eye: when your 
eye is clear your whole body also is full of light; 
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but when it is cloudy, your body also is full of 
darkness. Consider then whether the light in 
you is not darkness. If therefore your whole 
body is full of light, having no part dark, it will 
be wholly full of light as when a lamp with its 
bright shining gives you light. 


CuHaAPTER XII 


To one seeking help in getting his share of the family 
estate. Man, who made me a judge, or a divider 
over you? Take heed and beware of covetous- 
ness; for a man’s life does not consist in the 
abundance of his possessions.

Or those eighteen upon whom the tower 
in Siloam fell, and killed them—do you think 
they were sinners above all that lived in Jeru- 
salem? By no means; but unless you repent you 
shall all likewise perish. | 

A certain man had a fig tree in his vineyard, 
and came to seek fruit on it but found none. Then 
he said to his gardener; See here: for three years 
I have been coming to get fruit from this fig tree, 
but have found none; cut it down; why should it 
cumber the ground? But he answered, Lord, let 
it alone this year also, till I can dig around it and 
fertilize it: and if it bears, all will be well; if not 
you can have it cut down. 

To a woman bowed over for eighteen years. Woman, 
you ate set free from your infirmity. 

To the indignant synagogue ruler. You hypocrite! 
Does not every one of you on the Sabbath let out 
his ox and his ass from their stall and lead them 
to water? And should not this woman, a 
daughter of Abraham, whom Satan has bound 
for eighteen whole years, be freed from this bond 
on the Sabbath day! 
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CuapTrer XIV 

To those wanting the best places. When you ate in- 
vited to a wedding do not plant yourself in the 
highest row, which may be reserved for a more 
honorable guest. And the host come and say 
to you, You have this man’s place; and you are 
forced with mortification down to the lowest 
tow. But when invited, take the lowest place, 
so that the host may say to you, My friend, go up 
higher! then you will be honored before all 
them that are feasting with you. For whoever 
exalts himself, shall be humbled; and he that 
humbles himself, shall be exalted. 

To his host. When you give a dinner or supper, 
do not invite your friends, nor brethren, nor 
relatives, nor rich neighbors, since they will 
invite you, and so a return will be made you. 
But when you give a feast, call in the poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind, and you shall be 
blessed; for while they cannot recompense you, 
you shall be recompensed at the resurrection of 
the just. CWhen one of the guests rejoined, 
Blessed he who shall have a place in the Kingdom 
of God, he was told.) A certain man made a 
great feast with numerous guests. And sent his 
servant when the banquet was ready to tell them 
that were bidden, Come! for all things are now 
ready. But they all with one accord began to 
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make excuse. The first said to him, I have 
bought a piece of land, and I am obliged to go 
and see it; I pray you excuse me. And another 
said, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I am 
going to try them; kindly excuse me. And an- 
other said, I have just been married; so I cannot 
come. So the servant) came back and told his 
lord all this. Then the lord of the manse, being 
angry, said to his servant, Go out quickly into 
the streets and lanes of the city, and bring in the 
poor, and the maimed, and the halt, and the 
blind. And the servant reported: My Lord, it is 
done as you commanded, and yet there is room. 
And the lord replied to the servant, Go out into 
the byways and hedges, and compel them to come 
in, that my house may be filled; for I say to you 
that not one of those who were invited shall have 
a taste of my feast.

For which of you, 
intending to build a tower, does not sit down first 
and count the cost, whether he have sufficient to 
finish it? Lest by chance, after he has laid the 
foundation, and is not able to finish it, all that 
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behold it begin to mock him, saying, This man 
began to build, and was not able to finish. Or 
what king, going to make war against another 
king, does not sit down first and consult whether 
he is able with ten thousand to meet him that 
comes against him with twenty thousand? Or 
else, while the other is a great way off, he sends 
ambassadors, and desires conditions of peace. 
So likewise, whoever he be of you that forsakes 
not all he has, he cannot be my disciple. 


CHAPTER XV 


The lost sheep. What man of you, having a hun- 
dred sheep, and having lost one of them, does not 
leave the ninety and nine in the wilderness, and 
go after that which was lost until he finds it?

piece which was lost. Even so, I say unto you, 
there is joy in the presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repents. 

The lost son. A certain man had two sons: and 
the younger of them said to his father, Father, 
give me my share of the property. And he 
divided up his property. And not many days 
after the younger son gathered all together, and 
took his journey into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance in riotous living. And 
when he had spent all, there arose a great famine 
in that land; and he began to be in want. And 
he went and let himself to a citizen of that coun- 
try, who sent him into his fields to feed swine; 
and he would gladly have filled himself with the 
pods that the swine had to eat; but nobody of- 
fered him anything. And when he came to him- 
self, he said, How many hired servants of my 
father’s have food enough, and to spare, while I 
am dying of hunger. I will start and go to my 
father, and will say to him, Father I have sinned 
before heaven, and against you, and am no longer 
worthy to be called your son; make me one of 
the hired servants.

But while he was yet a great way off his 
father saw him, and had compassion, and ran, 
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and fell on his neck, and kissed him. But the 
son said to him, Father, I have sinned before 
heaven and against you, and am no longer 
worthy to be called your son. But the father said 
to his servants, Bring forth the best robe, and put 
it on him; and put a ring on his finger, and sandals 
on his feet; and bring here the fatted calf, and 
kill it; and let us eat and be merry: for this my 
son was dead, and is alive again; was lost, and is 
found. And they began to be merry. Now his 
elder son was in the field; and as he came, and 
drew nigh to the house, he heard music and 
dancing. And he called one of the servants and 
asked him what it all meant. And he replied, 
Your brother has come, and your father has killed 
the fatted calf because he has received him safe 
and sound. And he was angry, and would not 
go in: so his father came out and entreated him. 
And he answering, said to his father: Behold, 
these many years I have served you, nor have I 
ever transgressed your commands; and yet, you 
never gave me so much asa kid that I might make 
metry with my friends: but as soon as this son of 
yours had come, who has squandered your means 
with harlots, you have killed for him the fatted 
calf! And he said to him, Son, you are to be 
always with me, and all I have is yours. It was 
fitting that we should make merry; for this your 
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brother was dead, and is alive again; was lost, 
and is found. 


CHAPTER XVI 


To his disciples. There was a certain rich man 
who had a steward, that was accused to him of 
having wasted his goods. And calling him he 
said to him, How is it that I hear this of youe 
Give an account of your stewardship, for you can 
be steward no longer. Then the steward said to 
himself, What shall I do? for my lord is taking 
from me the stewardship: I cannot dig; to beg I 
am ashamed. I am resolved what todo, that when 
I am put out of the stewardship, they may receive 
me into their houses. So he called every one of 
his lord’s debtors, and said to the first, How much 
do you owe my lord? He said, A hundred meas- 
ures of oil. And he said to him, Take your bill 
and sit down quickly and write fifty. Then he 
said to another, And how much do you owe? He 
said, A hundred measures of wheat. And he said 
to him, Take your bill, and write fourscore. And 
his lord commended the unjust steward for having 
managed shrewdly. Thus the children of the 
world are in their generation wiser than the 
children of light. And I say unto you, Make for 
yourselves friends of the mammon of un- 
righteousness; that, when you fail, they may 
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receive you into everlasting habitations. He 
that is faithful in that which is least, is faithful 
also in much: and he that is unjust in the least, 
is unjust also in much. If then you have been 
unfaithful in the unrighteous mammon, who will 
commit to your trust the true riches? And if you 
have not been faithful in that which is another 
man’s, who will give you that which is your 
own? No man can serve two masters: for either 
he will hate the one, and love the other; or he 
will hold to the one and despise the other. You 
cannot serve God and Mammon. 

To the covetous Pharisees who derided him. You are 
they who justify yourselves before men; but God 
knows your hearts: for that which is highly es- 
teemed among men, is abomination in the sight 
of God. The law and the prophets were until 
John; since that time the Kingdom of God is 
preached, and every one presses into it. And it is 
easier for heaven and earth to pass, than for one 
iota of the law to fail. 

Dives and Lazarus. There was a certain rich 
man who was clothed in purple and fine linen, 
and fared sumptuously every day. And there 
was a cettain beggar named Lazarus, who was 
laid at his gate, full of sores, and desiring to 
be fed with the crumbs which fell from the rich 
man’s table: moreover the dogs came and licked 
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his sores. And it came to pass that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels into Abra- 
ham’s bosom: the rich man also died, and was 
buried; and in Hades he lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, and saw Abraham afar: off, and 
Lazarus in his bosom. And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abraham said, Son, 
remember that you in your lifetime received 
good, and likewise Lazarus evil: but now he is 
comforted and you, tormented. And besides all 
this, between us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed; so that they who would pass from here.to 
you cannot; neither can they pass to us who 
would come from there. Then he said, I pray, 
therefore, father, that you would send him to my 
father’s house: for I have five brothers; that he 
may testify to them, that they also come not into 
this place of torment. Abraham said to him, 
They have Moses and the prophets; let them hear 
them. But he said, Nay, father Abraham: but 
if one went to them from the dead, they will 
repent. And he said to him, If they hear not 
Moses and the prophets, neither will they be 
persuaded, though one rose from the dead. 
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CuapTter XVII 


To the disciples asking an increase of faith. If you 
had faith as a grain of mustard seed, you might 
say to this mulberry tree, Be plucked up by the 
root, and be planted in the sea, and it should 
obey you. 

But which of you, having a servant plough- 
ing or feeding cattle, will say to him by and 
by, when he has come from the field, Go and 
sit down to eat! And will not rather say to him, 
Make ready for me to eat, and gird yourself and 
serve me, till I have eaten and drunk, and after- 
wards you shall eat and drink. Does he thank 
that servant because he does that which was 
commanded him? Methinks not. So likewise 
you, when you have done all that was com- 
manded you, say, We are only ordinary servants; 
we have done merely our duty. 


CHAPTER XVIII 


A parable encouraging persistent prayer. Thete was 
in a city a judge who feared not God nor regarded 
man. And there was a widow in that city who 
came to him, saying, Protect me from my op- 
pressor. For a while he would not; but later said 
to himself, Though I fear not God, nor regard 
man, yet because this widow troubles me I will 
protect her before she tires me out by her con- 
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tinual coming. And the Lord said, Hear what 
the unjust judge says. And will not God deliver 
his own elect, when they cry day and night to 
him, though he long delay? I tell you he will 
remember them speedily. Nevertheless, when 
the Son of man comes will he find faith on the 
earth? 

Rebuking the self-righteous. Two men went into 
the Temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, the other 
a Publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus: 
O God, I thank thee that I am not as other men, 
extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this 
publican. I fast twice in the week; I give tithes 
of all I get. But the Publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up so much as his eyes to 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God 
be merciful to me, a sinner! I tell you this man 
went down to his house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalts himself shall be 
abased, and he that humbles himself shall be 


exalted. 
CHAPTER XIX 


To Zacchaeus at Jericho who had climbed up to see Jesus. 
Zacchaeus, make haste, and come down; for 
today I must stop at your house. (Behold, 
Teacher, the half of my goods I give to the poor; 
and if I have taken anything from any man by 
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false accusation, I will restore it fourfold.) Today 
salvation has come to this house; for he also is 
ason of Abraham. For the Son of man has come 
to seek and to save the lost. 

A certain nobleman went into a far country, to 
receive for himself a kingdom, and to return. 
And he called ten servants and gave them ten 
pounds, and said to them, Make use of this till I 
return. But the citizens hated him and sent a 
message to him, saying, we will not have this 
man to reign over us. And it came to pass, that 
when he had returned, having received the king- 
dom, he commanded those servants to be called 
to him, to whom he had given the money, that 
he might know how much each had gained by 
trading. Then came the first, saying, Lord, your 
pound has gained ten pounds. And he said to 
him, Well done, you good servant: because you 
have been faithful with a little, have authority 
over ten cities. And the second came, saying, 
Lord, your pound has gained five pounds. 
And he said likewise to him, Do you, likewise, be 
over five'cities. And another came, saying, Lord, 
here is your pound which I have kept laid up in 
a napkin. For I was afraid of you, because you 
are an exacting man: you take up what you had 
not laid down, and you reap what you had not 
sown. And he said to him, Out of your own

mouth I will judge you, you wicked servant. 
You knew I was exacting, taking up what I had 
not laid down, and reaping what I had not sown: 
why, then, did you not put my money in the bank 
that at my coming I might have required it with 
interest? And he said to them that stood by, 
Take from him the pound, and give it to him 
that has ten pounds! But they said to him, Lord, 
he has already ten pounds. Certainly. For I say 
unto you, that to every one that has there shall 
be given; and from him that has not, even what 
he has shall be taken away. But those my 
enemies who would not have me to reign over 
them, bring them here, and slay them before me! 

Lament over Jerusalem. If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, the things 
that belong unto thy peace! but now they are hid 
from thine eyes. For the days shall come upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast up a bank 
against thee, and compass thee around, and hem 
thee in on every side, and shall dash thee to 
the ground, and thy children within thee; and 
shall not leave in thee one stone upon another; 
because thou knewest not.the time of thy 
visitation. 

The Olivet discourse additional to Mark and Metthew. 
Settle it therefore in your hearts not to meditate 
beforehand how to answer; for I will give you 
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a mouth and wisdom, which all your adversaries 
shall not be able to withstand nor gainsay. And 
not a hair of your head shall perish. In your 
patience you shall win your souls. 

But when you see Jerusalem encompassed by 
armies, know that her destruction is at hand. 
For these are the days of vengeance, that all 
written be fulfilled: for there shall be great dis- 
tress upon the land, and wrath upon this people. 
And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, 
and shall be led away captive into all nations: 
and Jerusalem shall be trodden down by the 
Gentiles, till the times of the Gentiles are con- 
summated. 

And there shall be signs in sun and moon and 
stars, and upon the earth distress of nations per- 
plexed by the roaring of the sea and its billows; 
men fainting for fear, and for apprehension of 
what is coming upon the habitable earth: for 
the powers of the earth shall be overthrown. 
But when these events begin, look up, and lift 
up your heads; because your redemption draws 
nigh. 

But take heed to yourselves, that your hearts 
be not overcharged with surfeiting and drunken- 
ness, and cares of this life, and that day come 
upon you suddenly as a snare: for so it shall come 
upon all that dwell on the face of all the earth. 
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But watch at every season, making supplica- 
tion that you may succeed in escaping all this 
that is to come to pass, and to stand before the 
Son of man. 


CHAPTER XXII 


Peter sifted. Simon, Simon, behold Satan has 
asked for you that he might sift you as wheat: 
but I have made supplication for you, that your 
faith fail not; and do you, when once converted, 
establish your brethren. (Master, I am ready to 
go with you both to prison and to death.) 
Simon, I tell you, the cock will not crow this 
day till you have thrice denied that you know me. 

Then to them all. When I sent you forth without 
purse, or provision-sack, or sandals, did you 
lack anything? (CNothing.) But now, he that 
has a purse, let him take it, and likewise a pro- 
vision-sack; and he that has none, let him sell 
his cloak and buy a sword. For I say unto you, 
that what is written concerning me must be 
fulfilled: He was reckoned with transgressors. 
(And they said, Master, lo, here are two swords.) 
It is enough. 


CHAPTER XXIII 


To the women lamenting him. Daughters of Jeru- 
salem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, 
and for your children. For, behold, the days are 
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coming when they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the 
breasts that never nursed. Then shall they begin 
to say to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the 
hills, Cover us. For if they do these things in 
the green tree, what shall be done in the dry? 

At the crucifixion. Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do. 

To the penitent thief, praying, Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom. Verily I say unto thee, 
today shalt thou be with me in Paradise. 

The last of the seven words on the cross. Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit. 


CHAPTER XXIV 


To the two at Emmaus. How inconsiderate and 
slow of heart to believe all the prophets have 
spoken: ought not the Messiah to have suffered 
this, and to enter into his glory? 

To the Eleven in the upper room. Peace be unto you! 
Why are you troubled? and why do questionings 
arise in your hearts? Behold my hands, and my 
feet, that it is I myself: handle me, and see; for a 
spirit has not flesh and bones, as you see me have. 
Have you here any food? These are the words 
which I spoke unto you while still with you, that 
all things written in the law of Moses, and in the 
prophets, and in the psalms, concerning me, must 
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be fulfilled. Thus it is written, that the Messiah 
should suffer, and rise from the dead the third 
day: and that repentence and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name among all na- 
tions, beginning at Jerusalem. And you are 
witnesses of these facts. And, behold, I will 
send the promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry in the city of Jerusalem until you are 
endued with power from on high. 

(Then leading them out to Bethany, and lift- 
ing his hands in blessing, he parted from them 
and was borne aloft into heaven.)

(The Logos became man, and dwelt among us, 
and we beheld His glory as of an only begotten 
of the Father, full of grace and truth.) 

Testimony to Jesus by John the Baptist. (Behold the 
Lamb of God, who takes away the sin of the 
world!) 

Andrew's testimony to his brother Peter. (We have 
found the Messiah!) | 

Philip to Nathanael. CWe have found him of 
whom Moses in the Law and the Prophets 
wrote, Jesus of Nazareth, the Son ot Joseph.) 

Nathanael to Jesus. (Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God; thou art the King of Israel! ) 

Jesus to Nathanael. Because I said to you, I saw 
you under the fig tree, do you believe? You shall 
see greater things than these. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, you shall see heaven open, and the 
angels of God ascending and descending upon the 
Son of man. 
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CuHaptTer II 


To the desecraters of the Temple. Take these hence! 
Make not of my Father’s House a market. 

To the Jews asking a sign. Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it up. 


CuHapter III 


To Nicodemus. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
unless a man is born from above, he cannot see 
the Kingdom of God. Unless a man is born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter the 
Kingdom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh, is flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit. Marvel not because I said, You 
must be born from above. The wind blows as it 
pleases, and you hear the sound merely, but can- 
not tell whence it comes, or whither it goes: so 
is every one that is born of the Spirit. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, I speak what I know, and 
testify what I have seen; but you do not accept 
my testimony. If I have told you about earthly 
things, and you do not believe, how can you 
believe when I tell you about heavenly things? 
No man has ascended into heaven, except he that 
came down from heaven, even the Son of man 
whose home is heaven. And as Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: that whosoever believes 
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in him may not perish, but have eternal life. For 
God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believes in him 
may not perish, but have eternal life. For God 
sent not his Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world through him might 
be saved. He that believes in him is not con- 
demned: but he that believes not, is already con- 
demned because he has not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God. And this is 
the condemnation, that light has come into the 
world, and men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. For every one 
that does evil hates the light, and does not come 
to the light, lest his deeds should be condemned. 
But he that does right comes to the light that his 
deeds may be seen to be according to God's will. 

The Baprist’s further testimony to Jesus. (A man can 
receive nothing unless it is given him from 
heaven. You yourselves bear me witness that I 
said, I am not the Messiah, but his forerunner. 
He must increase, but I must decrease. He whom 
God has sent, speaks the words of God: for he 
gives not the Spirit by measure unto him. The 
Father loves the Son, and has given all into his 
hands. He that believes on the Son has eternal 
life: and he that believes not the Son shall not 
see life, but the wrath of God abides upon him.) 
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CHAPTER IV 


To the woman of Samaria. Give me to drink. If 
you knew the gift of God, and who is asking you 
for a drink, you would have asked of him, and 
he would have given you living water. Whoever 
drinks of this water will thirst again: but who- 
ever drinks of the water that I give him, shall 
never thirst; but the water that I give him shall 
be in him a well of water springing up into eter- 
nal life. 

Woman, believe me the hour is coming when 
the worship of the Father shall be neither on this 
mountain, nor at Jerusalem. But the hour is 
coming, and is already here, when the true wor- 
shippers shall worship the Father in spirit and 
truth; for the Father seeks such to worship him. 
God is a spirit: and they that worship him, must 
worship in spirit and truth. I who speak to you 
am the Messiah. 

To the disciples. I have support of which you 
do not know; which is to do the will of him 
who sent me, and to finish his work. Are you 
not saying, There are yet four months, and then 
comes the harvest? Why, lift up your eyes and 
look at the fields! for they are white already for 
the harvest; and he that reaps receives wages, 
and gathers fruit unto life eternal: that both he 
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that sows and he that reaps, may rejoice to- 
gether. And thus is the saying true, One sows, 
and another reaps. I sent you to reap that on 
which you bestowed no labor: others labored, 
and you have entered into their labors. 


CHAPTER V 


At Bethesda with the man infirm thirty-eight years. 
Do you greatly desire to be cured? (But alas! I 
have no one to put me into the pool.) Arise, 
take up your rug and go your way. 

To the murderous mob of Jews. My Father works 
until now, and [also work. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, The Son can do nothing of himself 
but only what he sees the Father doing; for what- 
ever he does, that also does the Son likewise. 
For the Father loves the Son, and shows him 
everything that he himself does: and he will show 
him greater works than these, that you may 
marvel. For as the Father raises the dead, and 
gives them life, even so the Son also brings to life 
whom he will. For the Father judges no one, 
but has committed all judgment to the Son; that 
all men should honor the Son, even as they 
honor the Father. He that honors not the Son 
honors not the Father who sent him. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that hears my word, 
and believes on him that sent me, has eternal life, 
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and shall not come into condemnation; but has 
passed from death unto life. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, The hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live. For as the 
Father has life in himself; so has he given to the 
Son to have life in himself; and has given him 
authority to execute judgment, also, because he 
is the Son of man. Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in which all that are in their 
graves shall hear his voice and come forth; they 
that have done good, unto the resurrection of 
life; and they that have done evil, unto the 
resurrection of judgment. I can of mine own 
self do nothing; as I hear, I judge, and my judg- 
ment is just; because I seek not mine own will, 
but the will of the Father who sent me. If 
I bear witness of myself, my witness is not 
enough; there is another that bears witness of 
me; and I know that the witness that he bears of 
me is conclusive. You sent to John, and he bore 
witness to the truth; but I receive not testimony 
from man; but this I say that you might be saved: 
He was a burning and shining light: and you were 
willing for a season to rejoice in his light. But 
I have greater witness than that of John: for the 
works which the Father gave me to do, these 
same which I do, bear witness of me that the 
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Father has sent me. And the Father himself, 
who sent me, has borne witness to me. You 
have neither heard his voice at any time, nor 
seen his form; and you have not his word abiding 
in you; for him whom he sent you do not be- 
lieve. Search the Scriptures; for in them you 
think you have eternal life; and these are they 
that testify of me. But you will not come to me 
that you might have life. I receive not honor 
from men, but I know you that you have not the 
love of God in you. I am come in my Father’s 
name and you receive me not: if another shall 
come in his own name, him you will receive. 
How can you believe who receive honor one from 
another, but seek not the honor that comes from 
God only? Do not think that I will accuse you 
to the Father: there is one who accuses you, 
even Moses, in whom you trust. For if you had 
believed Moses, you would have believed me: 
for he wrote of me. But if you believe not his 
writings, how can you believe my words? 


CuHapter VI 


To the people who had shared the Miracle of the Loaves. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, you do not seek 
me because you recognized the signs, but because 
you ate of the loaves and were filled. Labor not 
for the food that perishes, but for that which 
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endures unto eternal life, which the Son of man 
will give you, for him God the Father sealed. 
(What must we do that we may work the works 
of God?) This is the work of God—belief on him 
whom he sent. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
the bread that Moses gave was not from heaven; 
but my Father gives you the true bread from 
heaven: for the Bread of God is he who comes 
down from heaven, and gives life to the world. 
I am the Bread of Life: he that comes to me shall 
never hunger, and he that believes on me shall 
never thirst. But I said to you, that you also 
have seen me and believe not. All that the 
Father gives me shall come to me; and him that 
comes to me I will in no wise cast out. , For I 
came down from heaven not to do my own will, 
but the will of him that sent me. And this is the 
Father’s will who sent me, that of all that he 
has given me I should lose nothing, but should 
taise it up at the last day. And this is the will 
of him who sent me, that every one who sees 
the Son, and believes on him, have eternal 
life? and I) will raise him up at the last day, 
Murmur not among yourselves. No man can 
come to me, except the Father who sent me 
draw him: and I will raise him up at the last day. 
It is written in the prophets, And they all shall 
be taught of God. Every man therefore that has 
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heard and has learned of the Father, comes to 
me. Not that any man has seen the Father, save 
he who is from God, he has seen the Father. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believes 
on me has eternal life. I am the Bread of Life. 
Your fathers ate manna in the wilderness, and 
are dead. This is the Bread that comes down 
from heaven, that one may eat of it, and not 
die. I am the Living Bread that came down 
from heaven: if any man eat of this bread, he 
shall live forever: and the bread that I will give 
is my flesh, which I will give for the life of the 
world. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except you 
eat the flesh of the Son of man, and drink his 
blood, you have no life in you. Whoso eats my 
flesh, and drinks my blood, has eternal life; and I 
will raise him up at the last day. For my flesh is 
meat indeed, and my blood is drink indeed. He 
that eats my flesh, and drinks my blood, abides 
in me, and] in him. As the living Father sent 
me, and I live by the Father; so he that partakes 
of me shall likewise live by me. This is the Bread 
which came down from heaven; not as your 
fathers ate the manna, and died: he that eats of 
this bread shall live forever. Does this perplex 
you? What if you shall see the Son of man ascend 
where he was before? It is the spirit that gives 
life; the flesh is of no value: the words that I 
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speak to you are spirit, and life. But there are 
some of you who do not believe. Therefore I said 
to you that no man can come to me unless it was 
given him by my Father. 

Unto the Twelve. Will you also leave me? 
(Simon Peter answered, Lord to whom shall we 
go? You have the words of eternal life. And we 
believe, and are sure that you are the Messiah, 
the Son of the living God.) Have I not chosen 
you twelve? yet one of you ts a devil. 


CuHapter VII 


To his brothers. My time has not yet come: but 
your time is always ready. The world cannot 
hate you; but it hates me because I testify of it, 
that its works are evil. Do you go up unto this 
feast; [am not ready to go, for my time has not 
yet fully come. 

To the Jews in the Temple. My doctrine is not 
mine, but his who sent me. If any man wills to 
do his will, he shall know the truth, whether it 
is of God or simply mine. He that teaches his 
own ideas, seeks his own glory; but he that 
seeks the glory of him who sent him 1s true, and 
no unrighteousness is in him. Did not Moses 
give you the law? and yet no one of you keeps 
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the law. Why do you seek to kill me? I did 
one work, and you all marvel. Moses thete- 
fore gave you circumcision; and on the sab- 
bath you circumcise men. If a man receives 
circumcision on the sabbath day, that the law of 
Moses should not be broken, are you angry with 
me because I cured a man on the sabbath day? 
Judge not according to appearance, but judge 
righteous judgment. 

You know both me and whence I am; and I am 
not come of myself, but he who sent me is true, 
whom you know not. But I know him because 
[am from him, and he sent me. Yet a little while 
[am with you, and then I go to him who sent me. 
You will seek me and shall not find me; and where 
Tam you cannot come. If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me and drink. He that believes on me, 
as the scripture has said, shall be a fountain of 
living water. 


Cuapter VIII 


To those bringing the woman taken in adultery. hee 
him who is without sin among you cast the first 
stone at her. Woman, where are those accusers 
of yours—has no one condemned you? Neither 
do I condemn you: go, and sin no more. 

To the Pharisees. Iam the Light of the world: 
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he that follows me shall not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life. Though I bear 
witness to myself, my witness is true: for I know 
whence I came, and whither I go; but you know 
neither of these. You judge by coarse human 
standards; I judge no man thus. And yet if I 
judge, my judgment is true: for I am not alone, 
but I have the Father who sent me. It is also 
written in your law that the testimony of two is 
conclusive. I am one who bear witness of my- 
self, and the Father who sent me bears witness of 
me. You know neither me nor my Father; if 
you had known me, you would have known my 
Father also. I go my way, and you will seek me, 
but shall die in your sins: whither I go, you can- 
not come. You are from beneath; I am from 
above: you are of this world; I am not of this 
world. I said therefore to you, that you shall die 
in your sins: for if you believe not that I am the 
Messiah, you shall die in your sins. (Who are 
you?) Even the same that I told you at the 
beginning. I have much to say and to judge of 
you: but he that sent me is true; and I say to the 
world that which I heard from him. When 
you have lifted up the Son of man, you shall 
know that I am the Messiah, and that I do 
nothing of myself; but as my Father taught me I 
speak these truths. And he that sent me is with 
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me: the Father has not left me alone; for I do 
always the things that please him. 

To the believing Jews. If you continue in my 
word, you are my disciples indeed. And you 
shall ‘know sthe \truth,, and) the) truth shall 
make you free. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
whoever commits sin, is the slave of sin; and the 
slave does not remain in the family forever; but 
the son abides forever. If the Son, then, shall 
make you free, you shall be free indeed. I know 
you are Abraham’s seed; but you are seeking to 
kill me, because my word has no place in you. I 
speak what I have seen with my Father: and you 
too do what you have heard with your father. If 
you were Abraham’s children, you would do the 
works of Abraham. But now you seek to kill 
me who have told you the truth which I heard 
of God; Abraham did not do thus. You do 
the deeds of your father. If God were your 
Father, you would love me; for I came from God, 
and did not come of my own accord, but he sent 
me. Why do you not understand my teaching? 
Simply because you cannot bear to listen to my 
instruction. You are of your father, the devil, 
and his purposes you intend to carry out: he was 
a murderer from the beginning, obeying not the 
truth because there is no truth in him. When he 
utters a ‘falsehood, he but expresses his own 
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nature; for he is a liar, and the father of lies. 
And because I tell you the truth you do not 
believe me. Which of you convicts me of false- 
hood? But if I speak the truth, why do you not 
believe me? He that is of God receives his word; 
so you do not receive it because you are not of 
God. I am not possessed of a demon; but I 
honor my Father, and you dishonor me. And I 
am not seeking my own glory; there is one who 
seeks it and passes judgment. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, if a man keep my word, he shall never 
die. If I honor myself, that honor signifies 
nothing; it is my Father who honors me, of 
whom you say he is your God. Yet you have 
not known him; but I know him: and if I should 
say, I do not know him, I should be a Har like 
yourselves: but I know him, and keep his com- 
mandment. Your father Abraham rejoiced to 
foresee my day; and when he saw it, was glad. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, that before Abra- 
ham was born, I was in existence. 


CHAPTER [X 


To the disciples asking about the responsibility for natal 
blindness. Neither this man sinned, nor his 
parents, to cause his blindness: but thus the 
divine power was to be exhibited. I must work 
the works of him that sent me while it is day; 
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the night is coming, when no mancan work. As 
long as I am in the world, I am its light. 
To the man after his eyes had been anointed with clay. 
Go, wash in the pool of Siloam! 

After the cured man had been cast out by the Pharisees. 
Do you believe on the Son of God? (Who is he, 
Lord, that I may believe on him?) You have both 
seen him, and it is he that is talking with you. 
(Lord, I believe.) For judgment I came into this 
world, that they who see not, might see; and they 
who see might become blind. 

To the Pharisees asking, Are we also blind. If you 
were blind, you would be without sin; but be- 
cause you say you see, your sin remains. 


CHAPTER X 


Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that enters 
not by the door into the sheepfold, but climbs 
up some other way, is a thief and robber; but he 
that enters by the door is the shepherd of the 
sheep. To him the porter opens; and the sheep 
hear his voice: and he calls his own sheep by 
name, and leads them out. And when he puts 
out his own sheep, he goes before them, and the 
sheep follow him, for they know his voice. A 
stranger they will not follow, but will flee from 
him; for they do not trust the voice of strangers. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the Door of 
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the sheep. All that ever came before me, are 
thieves and robbers; but the sheep did not listen 
to them. I am the Door: if any man enters by me, 
he shall go in and out, and find pasture. The 
thief comes only to steal, and kill, and destroy: 
I came that they might have life, and that 
they might have it abundantly. I am the Good 
Shepherd: the good shpherd gives his life for 
the sheep. But he that is a hireling, and not 
the shepherd whose own the sheep are not, sees 
the wolf coming and flees; and the wolf catches 
them, and scatters the sheep. The hireling flees 
because a hireling, and does not care for the 
sheep. I am the Good Shepherd, and know my 
sheep, and am known by them. As the Father 
knows me, even so I know the Father; and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. And other sheep I 
have which are not of this fold. Them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear my voice; and 
there shall be one flock and one shepherd. There- 
fore does my Father love me, because I lay down 
my life to take it again. No one takes it from 
me, but I lay it down of myself. I have power to 
lay it down, and to take itagain. This command 
I received of my Father. 

To the Jews demanding, How long do you keep us in 
doubt? If you are the Messiah, tell us so plainly. I did 
tell you, but you do not believe it: the works 
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also that I do in my Father's name bear witness 
to me. But you do not believe because you are 
not of my sheep, as I told you. My sheep hear 
my voice, and I know them, and they follow 
me. And I give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish, nor shall anyone steal them 
from me. My Father who gave them me, is 
greater than all; and no one is able to wrest them 
from my Father’s hand. I and my Father are 
one. 

Many good works I have shown you from my 
Father; for which of these would you stone 
me? (Because you are guilty of blasphemy in 
claiming to be God.) Is it not written in your 
law, I said, You are gods! If he called them 
gods, to whom the word of God came (and the 
Scripture cannot be broken), do you say to him 
whom the Father consecrated, and sent into the 
world, You are a blasphemer, because I said, 
I am the Son of God? If I do not the works of 
my Father, do not believe me. But if I do them, 
though you do not believe me, believe the works; 
that you may know and believe that the Father 
isity Me, ata) lin hin. 


CHAPTER XI 


Jesus learned of the sickness of Lazarus. This sick- 
ness is not unto death, but for the glory of God, 
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that the Son of God may be glorified thereby. 
But let us go into Judea again. Our friend 
Lazarus is sleeping, but I am going to awaken 
him. But what I mean is that he is dead; and I 
am glad for your sakes that I was not there, in 
order that you may believe; yet let us go to him. 

Martha said, Master, if you had been here, my brother 
would not have died. But I know that even now, whatever 
you ask of God, he will give you. Your brother shall 
rise again. (I know he shall rise again in the 
resurrection of the last day.) I am the Resurrec- 
tion, and the Life: he that believes on me, even 
though he were dead, shall live again: and who- 
ever believes on me when alive, shall never die. 
Do you believe that? (Yes, Master, I believe 
you are the Messiah, the Son of God, who was 
to come into the world.) (Then Mary came and 
fell down in obeisance, saying, Master, If you 
had been here, my brother would not have died!) 
Where have you laid him? Take away the stone. 
Martha said, Master, by this time the body is 
changed; for he has been dead four days.) Did 
I not say to you, that if you would believe, you 
should see the glory of God? 

Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 
I knew that thou hearest me always; but because 
of the people that stand by I said it, that they 
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may believe thou hast sent me. Lazarus, Come 
forth! Loose him, and let him go. 


CuHApPTER XII 


To Judas criticizing Mary's anointing. Let her 
alone; against the day of my burial she has kept 
this. For the poor you have with you always; 
but me you do not have always. 

At the Triumphal Entry to Jerusalem. (Hosanna! 
Blessed is the King of Israel who comes in the 
name of the Lord!) 

To Andrew and Philip introducing the Greeks. The 
hour has come that the Son of man should be 
glorified. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except 
a grain of wheat fall into the ground and die, it 
remains unchanged; but if it die, it brings forth 
much fruit. He that loves his life, shall lose it: 
and he that hates his life in this world, shall 
keep it unto life eternal. If any man serves me, 
let him follow me; and where I am, there shall 
also my disciple be: if any man serves me, him my 
Father will honor. 

Now is my soul troubled; and what shall I 
say? Father, save me from this hour: but for 
this end I came to this hour. Father, glorify thy 
name! (Then came a voice from the sky: I have 
glorified it, and will glorify it again.) This voice 
came not for my sake, but for yours. Now is the 
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judgment of this world: now shall the prince of 
this world be cast out. And I, if I am lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men unto me. Yet 
a little while the light is with you. Walk while 
you have the light, lest darkness come upon you: 
for he that walks in darkness does not know 
where he is going. While you have the light, 
believe in the light, that you become children of 
light. He that believes on me, believes not on 
me but on him who sent me. And he that sees 
me, sees him who sent me. I have come a light 
into the world, that whoever believes on me 
may not abide in darkness. And if any man 
hear my words, and believe not, I do not judge 
him: for I came not to judge the world, but to 
save it. He that rejects me, and receives not my 
words, has that which judges him: the word 
which I have spoken is that which shall judge 
him in the last day. For I have not taught my 
own doctrines; but the Father, who sent me, 
gave me a command as to what I should speak 
and teach. And I know that his commandment 
is life eternal; whatever I speak, therefore, is that 
which the Father commanded. 


CHAPTER XIII 


Peter during the foot washing: (Master, do you 
mean to wash my feet!) What I am doing you 
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do not understand now, but you shall later. 
CYou shall never wash my feet!) If I do not 
wash them, you have no part with me. (Then, 
Master, not my feet only, but also my hands and 
my head!) He that has bathed has no need of 
washing beyond his feet, but is wholly clean. 
And you disciples are clean, yet not all. 

Do you comprehend the meaning of this my 
act? You call me Master, and Lord: and are right, 
for such I am. If I, then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet, you too should wash one 
another's feet. For I have given you an example, 
that you should do as I have done to you. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his lord, nor is the one sent greater 
than he that sent him. If you know these 
things, happy are you if you do them. I speak 
not of you all: I know whom I have chosen: but 
so the scripture is fulfilled, He that eats bread 
with me, has lifted up his heel against me. Now 
I tell you in advance, so that when it has come to 
pass you may believe that lam Messiah. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, he that receives whomso- 
ever I send receives me; and he that receives me 
receives him that sent me. Verily, verily I say 
unto you, one of you shall betray me. 

(John asked, Master, who is it?) He it is to 
whom I shall give a sop when I have dipped it.

33°35 JOHN 14:6 


Now its the Son of man glorified, and God is glori- 
fied in him. If God is glorified in him, he shall 
also glorify him in himself, and shall straightway 
glorify him. Little children, only for a little 
while Iam to be with you. You will seek me; 
and as I said to the Jews, Whither I go you cannot 
come; so now I say to you. 

A new commandment I give unto you, That 
you love one another; as I have loved you, that 
you also love one another. By this shall all men 
know you are my disciples, if you have love one 
for another. (Peter asked, Master, where are you 
going?) Where I go you cannot follow me now, 
but you shall follow me afterwards. (Master, 
why cannot I follow you now? I will lay down 
my life for you.) Will you lay down your life for 
me! Verily, verily, I say unto you, The cock 
shall not crow till you have denied me thrice. 


CHAPTER XIV 


Let not your hearts be troubled: you believe in 
God, believe also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions: if it were not so I would have 
told you. I goto prepare a place for you. And 
if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again and receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, you may be also. And whither I go you 
know, and the way you know. I am the Way, 
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the Truth, and the Life: no man comes to the 
Father but by me. If you had known me, you 
would have known my Father also: and from 
this time on you know him and have seen him. 
(Philip said, Master, show us the Father, and it 
will satisfy us.) Have I been so long with you, 
Philip, without your knowing me? He that has 
seen me has seen the Father; and how then can 
you say, Show us the Father? Do you not believe 
that I am in the Father, and the Father in me? 
The words I speak to you I do not speak of my- 
self; but the Father who abides in me does also 
the works. Believe me that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me; or believe me because of 
the works. Verily, verily, I say unto you, he 
that believes on me, shall also do the works that 
-I do; and even greater than these he shall do, 
because I go unto the Father. And whatever you 
shall ask in my name I will do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. If you shall ask 
anything in my name I will do it. If you love 
me, keep my commandments. And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you another Helper, 
to abide with you forever, the Spirit of Truth, 
whom the world cannot receive because it does 
not see him nor know him: but you know him; 
for he dwells with you, and shall be in you. I 
will not leave you orphans; I will come to you. 
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Very soon the world will see me no more. But 
you shall see me: because I live, you shall live 
also. At that day you shall know that I am in 
my Father, and youin me, andl in you. He that 
has my commandments and keeps them, is the 
one that loves me; and he that loves me shall be 
loved by my Father, and I will love him, and 
manifest myself to him. If a man loves me, he 
will keep my commandments; and my Father 
will love him, and we will come to him, and 
make our abode with him. He that does not 
love me does not keep my commandments; and 
the commandments that you hear are not mine, 
but the Father’s who sent me. These words I 
have spoken to you while yet present with you; 
but the Helper, the Holy Spirit, whom the Father 
will send in my stead, shall instruct you fully, 
and bring everything to your remembrance that 
I have said to you. Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you. Not as the world gives 
do I give unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid. You heard how 
I said to you, I shall go away and come back to 
you. If you loved me, you would rejoice, be- 
cause I told you I was going to the Father; for 
the Father is greater than I. And now I have 
told you before it comes to pass, that when it 
does come to pass you may believe. Hereafter I 
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shall not talk much with you; for the prince of 
this world is coming, and has nothing in common 
with me. But that the world may know that I 
love the Father, and obey his commandments, 
I do thus. 


CHAPTER XV 


I am the true Vine and my Father is the 
Husbandman. Every branch in me that does not 
bear fruit he takes away; and every one that bears 
fruit he prunes in order that it may bear more 
fruit. You are already pruned by the words I 
have spoken to you. Abide in me; and let me 
abide in you. For as the branch cannot bear fruit 
of itself except it abide in the vine, no more can 
you except you abide in me. I am the Vine, you 
are the branches. He that abides in me, and I in 
him, brings forth much fruit; while apart from 
me you can do nothing. If one abide not in me, 
he is cast out as a withered branch, that is 
gathered and thrown into the fire to be burned. 
But if you abide in me, and my words abide in 
you, you may ask what you will, and it shall be 
done for you. In this my Father is glorified, that 
you bear much fruit; and you shall become my 
disciples. As the Father has loved me, so have I 
also loved you; continue in my love. If you keep 
my commandments, you shall abide in my love; 
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just as I have kept my Father’s commandments 
and abide in his love. These words I have spoken 
to you in order that my joy might remain in you, 
and your joy might be full. My commandment 
is this, that you love one another even as I have 
loved you. Greater love than this has no man 
—the laying down his life for his friends. You 
are my friends if you keep my commandments. 
Henceforth I do not call you servants; for a 
servant does not know his lord’s plans: but you 
I have called friends, because I have made known 
to you all I heard from my Father. You did not 
choose me, but I you, and ordained you that 
you should go and bring forth fruit, and that 
your fruit should remain; that whatever you 
may ask the Father in my name, he may give you. 
These injunctions I give you that you love one 
another. If the world hate you, you know it 
hated me before it hated you. If you belonged to 
the world, it would love its own; but because 
you are not of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world hates you. 
Remember what I said to you: The servant is not 
greater than his lord. If they have persecuted me, 
they will also persecute you; if they have obeyed 
my words, they will obey yours also. But all 
this they will do to you on my account, because 
they do not know him that sent me. Had I not 
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come and taught them, they would have no sin: 
but now they have no excuse for their sin; for he 
who hates me hates my Father also. If I had not 
done among them the works that no other had 
done, they would be without sin; but now they 
have both seen and hated both me and my Father. 
But this, the saying written in their Law, is ful- 
filled: They hated me without cause. But when 
the Helper has come, whom I will send unto you 
from the Father, the Spirit of Truth, who pro- 
ceeds from the Father, he shall testify of me: and 
you also are to bear witness because you have 
been with me from the beginning. 


CHAPTER XVI 


All this I have told you in order that you 
should not be dismayed. For they will cast you 
out of the synagogue; yes, the time will come 
when your murderers will think they are doing 
God service. And this they will do to you because 
they have not known the Father, nor me. And 
this I have told you in order that, when the time 
shall come, you may remember that I told you of 
it. And this I did not say to you at the beginning 
because I was with you. But now I am about to 
go to him who sent me; yet no one of you asks 
me where I am going: but because I have said 
this to you sorrow has filled your hearts. Never- 
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theless, I tell you the truth, It is expedient for 
you that I go away; for, if I do not go, the 
Helper will not come to you; but if I depart, I _ 
will send Him unto you. And when He is come, 
He will convict the world of sin, of righteousness 
and of judgment. Of sin, because they believe 
not on me; of righteousness, because I go to my 
Father, and you see me no more; of judgment, 
because the prince of this world is judged. I 
have still much to tell you, but you cannot 
understand it now: but when the Spirit of Truth 
has come, He will guide you into all the truth; 
for He will not speak his own thoughts, but 
what he has heard He will speak, and will de- 
clare unto you what is to be. He shall glorify 
me; for He shall receive my truth, and shew it 
unto you. All that the Father has is mine; for 
this reason I said, He should receive from me and 
shew it unto you. After a little you will not see 
me; and then, after a little you will see me, 
because I go to the Father. Are you asking 
among yourselves about my saying. A little while 
and you will not see me, and then after a little 
you will see me? Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That you will weep and lament, but the world 
will rejoice: and you will be sorrowful, but your 
sorrow shall be turned into joy. A woman, when 
in travail, has sorrow because her hour has come: 
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but when delivered she remembers the anguish 
no longer for joy that a man has been born into 
the world. So you have sorrow now, but I will 
see you again, and your heart shall rejoice, and 
your joy no one can take from you. And in that 
day you will ask me nothing. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, Whatsoever you shall ask the 
Father in my name, he will give it you. Thus 
far you have asked nothing in my name: ask, 
and you shall receive that your joy may be full. 
This I have spoken to you in proverbs; but the 
time is coming when I shall no more speak to 
you in proverbs, but shall show you plainly of 
the Father. At that day you shall ask in my 
name, and I do not say to you that I will pray 
the Father for you: for the Father himself loves 
you, because you have loved me, and have 
believed that I came out from God. I came 
forth from the Father and have come into the 
world; again I leave the world, and go to the 
Father. 

Do you now believe? behold the hour is 
coming, yes, has already come, that you shall 
be scattered, every one to his own home, and 
leave me alone; yet I shall not be alone, because 
the Father is with me. These things I have 
spoken to you, that in me you may have peace.

CuHapTer XVII 


These words spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes to heaven 
and said. Father, the hour has come; glorify thy 
Son, that thy Son also may glorify thee: as thou 
gavest him authority over all men to give eternal 
life to as many as thou hast given him. And this 
is life eternal, to know thee, the only true God, 
and Jesus the Messiah whom thou didst send. I 
have glorified thee on the earth, and finished the 
work thou gavest me to do. And now, Father, 
glorify thou me with thine own self, with the 
glory which I had with thee before the creation 
of the world. I have manifested thy name to 
the men whom thou hast given me out of the 
world: thine they were and thou hast given them 
me; and they have kept thy word. Now they 
have known that all things whatsoever thou has 
given me are of thee. For I have given unto them 
the words which thou gavest unto me; and they 
have received them, and have known surely that 
I came forth from thee, and have believed that 
thou didst send me. I pray for them; I pray not 
for the world, but for them whom thou has 
given me; for they are thine. And all things that 
are mine are thine, and thine are mine; and I am 
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glorified in them. And Iam no more in the world, 
and these are in the world, and I come to thee. 
Holy Father, keep them in thy name whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be one, even as we 
are. While I was with them I kept them in thy 
name: those that thou gavest me I have guarded 
and none of them is lost but the son of perdition; 
that the scripture be fulfilled. But now I come 
to thee; and these things I speak in the world, 
that they may have my joy fulfilled in themselves. 
I have given them thy word, and the world has 
hated them because they are not of the world 
even as I am not of the world. I pray not that 
thou shouldst take them out of the world, but 
that thou shouldst keep them from the evil. They 
are not of the world even as Iam not of the world. 
Sanctify them through the truth: thy word is 
truth. As thou didst send me into the world, 
even sol sent them into the world. And for their 
sakes I sanctify myself, that they also may be 
sanctified through the truth. Neither pray I for 
these alone, but for them also who shall believe 
on me through their word: that they all may be 
one: even as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be in us: that the world may 
believe that thou didst send me. And the glory 
which thou hast given me, I have given them; 
that they may be one even as we are one. I in 
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them and thou in me, that they may be per- 
fected into one; and that the world may know 
that thou didst send me, and has loved them, as 
thou hast loved me. Father I desire that they 
also whom thou hast given me be with me where 
Iam; that they may behold my glory which thou 
gavest me; for thou lovedst me before the founda- 
tion of the world. O righteous Father, the world 
knew thee not: but I knew thee, and these knew 
that thou didst send me. And I made known 
unto them thy name, and will make it known: 
that the love with which thou lovedst me may 
be in them, and I in them. 


CuapTrer XVIII 


To the mob in Gethsemane. Whom do you seek? 
(Jesus of Nazareth.) Iam he. If then you seek 
me, let these go their way. (To Peter after his 
attack upon the high priest’s servant.) Put up 
your sword into its sheath: the cup which my 
Father has given me shall I not drink? 

To the High Priest examining him. I spoke openly 
to the world: I constantly taught in the syna- 
gogue, and in the Temple, where the Jews 
always resort; and in secret I have said nothing. 
Why do you ask me? Ask them who heard me 
what I said to them: they know what I said. 

To the officer who struck him. If I have spoken evil, 
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bear witness to the evil; but if well, why do you 
strike me? 

To Pilate in the Hall of Judgment asking, Are you the 
King of the Jews? Do you say this of your own 
accord, or is it something others told you about 
me? My kingdom is not of this world: if it were, 
my disciples would fight that I should not be 
delivered to the Jews; but my kingdom is not of 
that sort. 

(So you are a king?) As you say, lama king. 
Yet for thts I was born, and for this I came into 
the world to bear witness to the Truth. Every one 
who is truth-loving, listens to me. 


CHAPTER XIX 


Later Pilate demanded, Where are you from? Why do 
you not answer? Do you not know that I have power to crucify 
you, and to set you fre? You could have no power 
at all over me if it were not given you from 
above. He that betrayed me to you has the 
greater sin. 

From the cross to His Mother, and to Jobn. Mother, 
seeinJohnyourson. John, seein her your mother. 

I am perishing of thirst! It is finished! 


CHAPTER XX 


On the Resurrection morning, Jesus to Mary Magdalene. 
Woman, why do you weep? For whom are you 
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looking? (Sir, if you have carried the body 
away, tell me where you have laid it, and I will 
take it away.) Mary. (Master!) Touch me 
not; for I have not yet ascended to my Father: 
but go to my brethren and say to them that I 
ascend to my Father and their Father; and to my 
God and their God. 

On the evening of the Resurrection, appearing to the 
Eleven Jesus said. Peace be yours. Receive the 
Holy Spirit. As my Father has sent me, even so 
I send you. Whosoever sins you remit, they are 
remitted; and whosoever sins you retain, they 
are retained.

Reach here your 
finger, Thomas, and feel my hands; and reach 
here your hand and put it into my side; and be 
not sceptical, but believing. CMy Master, and 
my God!)

CHAPTER XXI 


To the disciples by the Lake. Children, have you 
anything to eat? CNo.) Cast the net on the right 
side of the boat and you will succeed. Bring some 
of the fish you have just now caught. Come, 
and eat. 

After they have eaten, to Peter. Simon, Son of Jonah. 
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Have you greater reverence for me than these 
others? CYes, Master, you know my affection for 
you.) Feed my lambs. 

Simon, son of Jonah, but is it sincere respect for 
me? (Yes, Master; you know my affection for 
you.) Shepherd my sheep. 

Simon, son of Jonah, is it indeed veritable affec- 
tion? (Master, you know me perfectly; you know 
it is whole-hearted love.) Feed my sheep. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, when young you 
girded yourself and went where you pleased: but 
when old you shall stretch out your hands, and 
another shall gird you and take you where you 
would prefer not to go. (Then Peter asks respect- 
ing John, Master, what shall this man do?) If I 
want him to remain till I come, what is that to 
you? Do you follow me. 

(Many other signs did Jesus in the presence of 
his disciples that are not written in this book: 
but these are written that you may believe that 
Jesus is the Messiah, the Son of God; and that 
believing you may have life in his name. 20:30). 

Cin Acts first, the disciples are commanded not 
to leave Jerusalem till they had received the Holy 
Spirit. And when they asked, Master, will you 
at this time restore again the kingdom to Israel? 
received the reply.) It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father has kept 
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in his own control. But you shall receive power 
after the Holy Spirit has come upon you: and 
shall be witnesses for me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.
